Marvin would have it, would be to dishonor 
the brutes God created. He complained that 
his letters were opened by the jail authori- 
ties contrary to law. 


GAMBETTA, speaking at Honfleur, said that 
he believed that the French people were 
strong enough and ingenious enough to sus- 
tain competition with other nations, and ex- 
pressed a wish that treaties recognizing and 
embodying free-trade principles might be 
speedily concluded between France and 
otuer nations. The speech was received with 
loud and prolonged cheering. 


AT a meeting of the Mitchellstown (Cork) 
Land League yesterday a check for 85,000 
was received from Mr. Sexton, Member of 
Parliament, to pay the legal and other costs 
of the tenants recently evicted from their 
farms on the Kingston estate in the vicinity. 
The evictions in question were resisted to the 
last extremity, and it needed the presence of 
a small army of soldiers and policemen to 
protect the Sheriff and Bailiff who enforced 
the process of the law. 


Tux news from Fort Apache is rather 
meagre, but all the reports received indicate 
that Gen. Carr’s command is threatened with 
no immediate danger. The redskins are be- 
lieved to be off to the southwest of the fort. 
They give no quarter to any whites who 
chance to fall into their hands, and several 
murders by them have been reported. The 
troops are being pushed forward to the re- 
lief of Gen. Carr, and soon the force at Fort 
Apache will be strong enough to meet the 
hostiles and give a good account of them. 


By the carelesness, arising from intemper- 
ance, of Charles Rust, an employé of the 


Roberts Torpedo Company, of Sawyer, a vil- 


lage near Bradford, Pa., four men were in- 
stantly killed, three fatally injured, and 
several persons seriously injured yesterday. 
Rust was employed in fitting the cap to the 
shell containing nitro-glycerine. he cap 
not fitting easily, he pushed it down with 
such force that the concussion produced the 
fatal explosion. The persons killed were 
horribly mutilated. Rust’s body was prac- 
ticgfly dismembered. 


Tur Thomas trial was resumed yesterday 
at Centenary Church.

All Indians arriving from 
the direction of Fort Apache are being 
arrested, and the employés of the agency 
hold themselves in readiness to codperate 
with the military when the occasion requires 
it. In army circles Mr. Tiffany is looked on 
as rather too Mark Tapleyish. 


Tue principal features of the veterans’ 
reunion at Bloomington yesterday were the 
street fight, which was a rather bad failure;

LONG BRANCH, N. J., Sept. 7.—The tide of hope 
is sweeping in at Long Branch. Most welcome 
relief came with the early morning to the great 
throng in waiting. To none was it more grate- 
ful than to those who have been made familiar 
with the President's actual condjtion through 
the long weeks of the hourly watch at Washing- 
ton. These latter knew that while the wound, 
the face, and most of the principal symptoms 
were promising, he was aimost at the minimum 
of strength, with no reserve to draw froth.

SENATOR JONES 
ON INABILITY. 
Special Diepatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

Wasuinorton, D. C., Sept. 7.—Ina communica- 
tion to the Hvening Star today Senator Jones, 
of Florida, who in recent years has been recog- 
nized as one of the leading constitutional law- 
yers of the Senate, says that his views regard- 
ing the question of Presidential inability have 
not been accurately stated. He then proceeds 
to state his opinion as follows: “I first 
affirmed that, under our Government, 
there cannot atany time be two Presidents; 
that when the Vice-President takes the office 
of President he ceases to be Vice- President, and 
cannot preside over the Senate. The Constitu- 
tion of the United States, unlike the constitu- 
tion of some of the States, does not provide for 
the second officer in the Government acting in 
the place of the first in case of inability. 

THE CONSTITUTION 

speaks for itself: In case of the removal of 
the President from office or of his death, resig- 
nation, or inability to discharge the powers ana 
duties of the said office, the same shall devolve 
ou the Vice-President.” is it not clear from 
this language that office of Presi- 
dent, in case of inability, devolves on 
the Viee- President, under the same con- 
ditions and with the same consequences 
as in the case of removal, resignation, or death? 
The last clause of the section confirms this 
view, and Congress may provide by law for the 
case of removal, death, resignation, or inability, 
both of the President and Vice-President, de- 
ciaring what officer shall act as President, and 
such officer shall act accordingly until 
the disability ie removed or a President 
shall be elected. In the one case the 
Office absolutely devolves on the Vice-Presi- 
dent, leaving the former incumbent dispossessed 
of his official character and power, the same 
asif removed. In the other case, Congress is 
empowered to designate an officer who shal! act 
as President until the disability is removed or a 
President shall be elected. Every student of 
the Constitution can understand this difference 
in the language of the two clauses. 

IT WAS THE INTENTION OF THE FATHERS 
to keep the hands of Congress away from the 
creation of the President. An officer deriving 
his title from Congress was not to be tolerated 
inthe Presidential office one moment longer 
than the emergency required, This jeai- 
ousy did not extend to the Vice- 
President. This official was brought 
into existence for no other purpose than to take 
the Presidential office incase of an emergency. 
His position in the Senate was an 
afterthought, and merely incidental to 
the main purpose of his office. 
Deriving his title from the same source as the 
President and extending,Over the same period 
of service, he was not by the Constitu- 
tion asa creature of : and hence no 
fear was apprehended fm his holding the full 
term.“

FEELING. 
ILLINOIS SUPREME COURT.

OrTrawaA, III., Sept. 7.—In the Supreme Court 
this morning Judge J. D. Caton, speaking on the 
subject of the proceedings had in this court six- 
teen years ago, in memory of the assasination of 
Abraham Lincoln, said, in substance, that Pres- 
ident Lincoln had been a member of this Bar 
during bis entire life, aud had practicea before 
this Court for nearly thirty years, and had been 
called by the American people from this Bar to 
preside over the destinies of the Nation but 
four years before dis death. He had 
so discharged the duties of that high 
office, although called to it at the 
most critical period of our history, that he had 
gained the honor and esteem of the entire Na- 
tion; and when the terrible news was sent 
throughout the country of his assasination, it 
became especially proper that this Bar and this 
Court sBould express to the world the sentiment 
and sensibilities which they felt in reference 
to the deceased, and at that time proceedings 
were had and resolutions adopted in honor of 
the deceased, but that no record had been made 
of such proceedings, and that he appeared 
before the Court for the purpose 
of entering a motion that the 
proceedings had and the resolutions then adopt- 
ed, which he was able to furnish, should now be 
spread upon the records of this court and copies 
thereof be sent to relatives of the deceased, in 
accordance with the sentiments of the resolu- 
tions, and that such proceedings be now entered 
nunc pro tunc. The speaker also said the peo- 
pie of this Nation are called to mourn and to 
weep for another President who is now vibrat- 
ing between life and death. After all the pas- 


‘sions and the animosities had passed away which 


were engendered by the Rebellion, and in 
the time of profound peace, sa fend 
incarnate—one wha, in the language of the law, 
was moved and instigated by the Devil—had 
made a murderous assault upon the President.

They 
got about $2,500 from the passengers, and 
it is thought about the same amount 
from the express safe. The express messenger, 
H, A. Fox, was * 
TERRIBLY BEATEN OVER THE HEAD WITH 

A REVOLVER, 

and at last gave up the keys to the safe, and 
the robbers took all the contents. When they 
entered the Pullman car, five in number, 
all were masked, and while one held an open 
bag or pillow-case, each person was relieved 
of his or her valuabies, which were 
THROWN INDISCRIMINATELY INTO THE BAG. 
The car conductor, J.J. Priee, lost his watch 
and chain and $100. 


J. M. Hazelbacher, the train conductor, ran 


through the train, alarming all passengers, and 
telling them that the robbers were on board, and 
then ran back and 
FLAGGED A FREIGHT-TRAIN, 

running very close. He then came back to the 
train, and was at once searched, but haa thrown 
his watch into the ladies’ closet, and so they got 
nothing.

They were armed 
with shotguns, old-fashioned blunderbusses, 
and pistols, and had on high-top boots and farm- 
ers’ clothes.

THE COCHRANE MURDER TRIAL.

A HORRIBLE TRAGEDY. 
A MAN MURDERS HIS WIFE, SETS FIRE TO 
HIS HOUSE, AND COMMITS SUICIDE. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribwne, 

New York, Sept. 7.—The Townof Jamaica, L. 
L.. was today thrown into a ferment of excite- 
ment by the anuouncement that the crimes 
of murder, suicide, and arson had 
been committed in its midst shortly before mid- 
night. The tragedy took place in a two-story 
frame house known as Fiieachaus Hall, which 
is much frequented by target and other parties. 
The building contained io all eight rooms. in- 
clading on the ground floor a large 
dancing-hall, bar-room, sitting- room, and 
kitchen, above which were sleeping apartments. 
In it lived John Kempie and his wife Auna. the 
former wife of John Fieunchus, who was found 
dead in a culvert about half a mile 
from his residence three years ago, 
and three children. In addition to these, two 
rooms on the second floor were occupied bya 
carpenter named Kelly, his wife, and child, who 
had only moved into the premises two days ago.

A MAN OF BRUTAL INSTINCTS. 
His victim was ten years his senior. Exactly 
what occurred last night previous to the tragedy 
will probably never be known, for a negro in the 
basement was fast asleep. while the other oc- 
cupants of the house, with the exception of the 
children. whe were in bed, Were not at 
home.

Tue Prohibition candidate for Governor in 
Ohio has pleaded guilty to the charge of 
manufacturing cider and wine presses. He 
naturally believes that he may be a good 
enough Prohibition candidate until after elec- 
tion, spite of the discovery; but his party 
friends do not take the same indulgent view 
of his case. Practically, Mr. Ludlow is the 
best kind of a temperance reformer. So far 
as his presse disseminate the mild virtues 
of the Ohio apple or increase the culture of 
the moral Catawba grape they discourage 
inebriety in every form, But a censorious 
world will be apt to say that he is not an 
unselfish reformer; that he seeks to encour- 
age the sale of his presses by enforeing a 
rigid teetotal law, rather than make 
the law une by increasing the 
production of cider and native wine. A 
considerable class of reformers, too, look 
upon cider when it is hard with unaffected 
horror, and the stomachic dissensions which 
it may cause in its most potent form are 
occasion enough for the censure of the pity- 
ing moralist. Mr. Ludlow, we fear, will 
have to step aside.

GEN. GRANT, in his straightforward, prac- 
tical, common-sense way, goes to the root of 
the disability question, and states both the 
law and the equity of the case in a few plain 
words. He sees no necessity fora succes- 
sion to the Presidency while Gen. 
Garfield lives unless during a session 
of Congress. The disability of the Presi- 
dent has caused no interruption in 
the Government.

Tux indirect effects of the fair-trade agi- 
tation in England and tariff discussions in 
the United States will be followed with some 
interest. The Prohibitionist organs are still 
tender of the subject. Logically they 
would be compelled to say that a high 
tariff would be an excellent thing for 
Great Britain as they maintain it is 
for the United States, but practically 
they shrink from that conclusion, They 
may find comfort in declaring that a British 
high tariff would be no injury to the United 
States, as undoubtedly it would not be if it 
were imposed pari passu on manufactured 
products alone. But this argument also is 
inconvenient, as it leads to the corollary that 
a high tariff in one country may be a sub- 
stantial advantage to another country; and 
the object of the American tariff is avowedly 
only to benefit America. The prohibitory 
tariff men will have to seek refuge in the 
position that the British tariff will be a bless- 
ing to all concerned if it is imposed only on 
articles of which Great Britain now has the 
undisputed control, such as most manu- 
factured products, and not on articles ex- 
ported from the United States, such as the 
products of the farm and dairy.

In the case of Gen. Arthur, he was 
nominated so unexpectedly that what had to 
be said of him had to be said after he was 
nowinated. We are not aware that Tus 
TRIBUNE attacked him then or at any time; 
the only thing that we remember to have 
ever read in the way of criticism upon Ge 
Arthur was limited entirely to the charac 
of the persons who were classed as his po- 
litical associates, and it has only been by in- 
ference, that of judging a man by the com- 
pany he is supposed to keep, that any person 
has ever been able to reach an unfavorable 
estimate of that gentleman. We are certain 
that the country will rejoice at the assurance 
which Gen. Grant now gives, that Mr. Ar- 
thur is not a man whose political feelings 

and disposition are to be estimated by any 
real or imaginary sympathy or conviction on 
his part with those who constituted the 
minority of the Chicago Convention.

calamities, and of various kinds—social, 
financial, and political. It endured a civil 
war, a bad and depreciated currency, and a 
rest public debt.

„Rodin was apparently 
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and 2 ones. It has had wise, and 
great, and good newspapers, and some of the 
most disreputable and scandalous ones, 
just as it has been honored in its service by 
the ablest and purest statesmen, and out- 
raged, if not disgraced, by official peculations 
of all grades. The country has possessed the 
wonderful capacity of reaping the full bless- 
ings of the good, and of surviving the mis- 
fortunes of the bad. As Gen. Grant 80 
pertinently said, this country can endure 
and survive great calamities, but it has the 
happy faculty, when it is tired of one of these 
misfortunes, of pushing itaside, and then re- 
suming its ordinary prosperity. Gen, Grant 
might have said, and possibly did say, to his 
interviewer that the American people when 
they once triumph over a misfortune are 
very determined in their refusal to go back 
to it; when they have once shaken it off they 
keep clear of it in the future. 

The misfortune of having certain persons 
attached to certain newspapers is of course a 
great one, but it might be worse. Even if 
these men were greater evils, and were in 
places wherg having more power, they could 
do more evil, the country has shown by ex- 
perience that there is a way of getting rid of 
them. effectually and finally. On the whole, 
the country can survive the misfortune of 
having a few wicked editors in Chicago, as 
it has survived other and greater afflictions.

Mr. J. W. Hanuren, of the firm of Harper 
& Bros., has thought of a new argument in 
favor of inter-publishers’ copyright. He is 
mistaken in presuming that the kind of 
copyright he advocates is, in any true sense, 
international.“ He believes that some ex- 
tension of the copyright system is advisable 
for the reason that home authors are sub- 
jected to ruinous competition from foreign 
writers. Mr. Harper says: 


Readers have time to peruse only so many 
books, and they spend only a certain amount 
of money on books. If that timeand money are 
bestow on these cheap repubiications of 
foreign books, of course Ambrican autbors 
suffer by it. It tends to baffle t purpose of 
our copyright laws as defined in the Coustitu- 
tion, which is the encouragement of authors. 
It is a biow at American literary production, by 
filling our markets with works produced at a 
price with which the American author cannot 
compete. In this way the growth of literature 
and science in this country is retarded instead 
of being promoted, and American authors are 
driven tg other professions to make a livelibood. 


The argument proves too much, If it is 
sound it goes to show that foreign-written 
books should be excluded from the Ameri- 
can markets wholly or in part; that Ameri- 
can publishers should be prohibited from 


printing or circulating the writings of“ pau-* 


per authors abroad. The principle may be 
even further extended. As the public ca- 
pacity for reading is limited, it would seem to 
be unfair to glut the market by the reproduc- 
tion of old and classic publications. Nothing 
on which the copyright has expired should 
be reprinted. From this point of view the 
Bible, Shakspeare’s plays, Milton’s poems, 
Robinson Crusoe, the Waverly Novels, Macau- 
lay’s Essays and History are specially objec- 
tionable. To encourage modern authors and 
American citizens should be the object of 
the new copyright laws; and the Messrs. 
Harper should be henceforth enjolned from 
printing anything which is not duly recorded 
in the office of the Librarian of Congress. 
The solicitude of the Harpers for the wel- 
fare of American authors is, we regret to 
add, of comparatively recent date. It only 


began to be manifested when their monopoly 


of pirating foreign books was disturbed. 
They now appeal to a certain “courtesy of 
the trade,” which they have lately violated 
most flagrantly by reprinting valuable 
books issued by the Messrs. Scrib- 
ners. But the courtesy of the trade” 
has no more substantial basis than the 
courtesy of the Senate,” which exists only 
as long as Senators choose to regard it, and 
is a simple conspiracy to divide -spoils on an 
equitable basis. The public objects to“ the 
eourtesy of the trade.“ It particularly ob- 
jects to the attempt of a syndicate of Eastern 
publishers to control the book trade of this 
country under cover of disinterested con- 
cern for the welfare of native authors, 
THE PRESIDENT’S WILL- -POWER. 

“Truth is stranger than fiction.“ In that 
wonderful ereation of an exuberant fancy, 
“The Wandering Jew,” Eugene Sue depicts, 
with startling dramatic power, the horrible 
physical sufferings of the Jesuit priest Rodin, 
his almost superhuman endurance under the 
infliction of necessary sergi¢al operations, 
and the triumph over all of his clear intel- 
lect and mopar Male When 
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ffocating, and could 
no longer speak even u a whisper, being 
asked whether he could endure a frightful 
surgical operation, he wrote: To live 1 
would let you cut me limb from limb.” 
And later, when told that the operation would 
be “cruelly painful,” he added: Leave 
me my head; vou may take all the rest.“ 
The operation consisted in burning holes in 
the flesh of the chest by means of a lighted 
wick, contained in a trivet, the fire being 
kept up from seven to ten minutes bya blow- 
pipe. If the operation is successful the lungs 
are freed from pressure, and the patient’s 
scream of agony is itseif evidence of the cure. 


On hearing he was saved Rodin, though bis 
suffer were perhaps worse than ever, for 
the fire had now reached the inner coat of the 
skin, assumed almost an infernal beauty. 
Through the painful contraction of his features 
shone the pride of savage triump: the mon- 
ster felt that he was becoming otice more strong 
and powerful, and he seemed conscious of the 
evils that his fatal resurrection was to cause. 
And so, still writhing beneath the flames, he 

ronounced these words, the first that . 
rom bis chest: I told you I should live.’ 
this moment the last shreds of cotton had 4 
out. The trivets were withdrawn, and on the 
skeleton trunk of Rodin were seen four large 
round burns. The skin still smoked, and se 
raw flesh was visible beneath. Rodin proceeded: 
es, I say it. The impious race of the Kenne- 
ponts will be reduced to ashes, like the frag- 
ments of this poor flesh. I say it, — it will 
so. I said I would live —and I do li 


Sue created this ideal 8 to illus- 
trate the power of long and careful training 
—the training received by the members of 
the Societyof Jesus. This training endowed 
Rodin with an immovable purpose and a 
willof iron. The novelist then prostrates 
his wicked, diabolical hero beneath the stroke 
of a terrible disease, and exhibits him to the 
reader in the agonies of physical pain and 
suffering and on the rack of exquisit torture, 
but with his firmness of purpose unimpaired, 
his intellect clear and penetrating, his will- 
power still dominant, autocratic, invincible. 

This character of fiction is a splendid II- 
lustration of the power of thé mind over the 
body. It also shows that this power is ac- 
quired by training. The person who is with- 
out training is without defensive armor 
against the assaultsof misfortune. The per- 
son who has never been called to struggle 
with difficulties lacks the neeessary power 
to overcome them. That Rodin’s purpose 
was wholly wicked does not militate against 
the force of the example of his tremendous 
energy which conferred upon him the power 
to resist the inroads of disease, Had he been 
without an absorbing purpose in life his de- 
sire to live would have been in nowise pro- 
proportioned to it. His mind would have 
dwelt upon his physical sufferings and in- 
firmities, would have been invaded by the 
1 and he would have fallen a victim 

The President has shown much of the 
heroism, of the intellectual strength and 
self-poise, ot the will-power, of this great 
character of fiction. The President has 
never been without a great purpose in life. 
In boyhood he struggled for an education; 
in early manhood for hon le distinction 
in letters; later in life he ht for his

of this progress was a school of training. To 
ad vanee it was necessary to repress the growth 
of all meaner passions and cultivate the higher 
attributes of being. The complete master 
of the intellectual over the physical man had 
to be secured. And it was secured. When 
the President was stricken by the would-be 
assasin his habits of life were so well 
and generally known, and known to 
have been so correct, that they were 
regarded universally as constituting an im- 
portant and favorable factor in the case. But 
the public did not then realize the importance 
of anotherand more potent factor—namely: 
the President’s great intellectual strength 
and will-power. The training of a whole 
lifetime has come to the President’s aid. 
Having been actuated from his youth up by 
high purposes, and having exerted all his 
will-power to the achievement of those 
purposes, his soul was all aglow, when 
stricken, with a noble ambition. It was as 
natural that he should wish to live to carry 


out his noble purposes as that Rodin the 


Jesuit should wish to survive to effectuate 
his evil purpose. Hence the President's 
great intellectual force has been exerted con- 
stantly in aid of the surgeons and attendants 
who have struggied to raise him up from the 
portals of the tomb. And hence, finally, his 
Imperative demand to be removed from the 
unhealthy atmosphere of the Capital to the 
invigorating neighborhood of the sea.

THE SUPPLY OF GOLD. 

Mr. Knox, Controller of the Currency of the 
United States Treasury, estimated that on 
the Ist of May, 1881, there were in the coun- 
try $520,000,000 of gold and $172,000,000 of 


‘silver coin, making an aggregate of $692,000,- 


000 of metallic money. Since that date there 
has been no gold exported, but the stock on 
hand has been increased from various 
sourees. The product of the mines is about 
$3,000,000 per month, which for the four 
months from May to September adds $12,000, - 
000 to the stock on hand. Since then there have 
been 175,000 emigrants landed in the country, 
and, allowing an average of $100 each, these 
have brought in over $17,000,000, The imports 
of gold to the Ist of September since the 

Ist of May have been about $12,000,000, 

making at this time an aggregate of gold in 

the country of about $560,000,000, and a total 
of metallic money in the country of nearly 
+ $740,000, 000, 

In August generally begins the shipment 
of gold from Europe to this country, and last 
fall there was the great sum of $95,000,000 of 
English, French, and German gold received 
in this country in part payment for American 
exports. This foreign gold passed through 
the American Mint and was reproduced in 
double eagles. Just at this time when the 
question is asked whether this shipment of 
gold to this country will be resumed this fall 
in any way proportionate o that of last year, 
the London Economist, one of the standard 
authorities in financial matters, declares that 
there is now an unliquidated balance of 
nearly or quite $100,000,000 in Europe due to 
the United States, and against which this 
country may draw at any time. This means 
that, in addition to the current balance due 
this country on the export trade of 
this year, there is an overdue balance of 
$100,000,000 standing to our credit in Europe. 
The receipts of gold for this year’s trade 
have hardly begun, and in fact it is eon- 
tended in some quarters that the shipments 
already made are on account of the old bal- 
ance, in which case the probabilities are that 
this year’s drain of gold from Europe will 
exceed even that of last year unless t be that 
the holdgrs of American securities, especially 
of railroad bonds, shall send them back to 
be sold here instead of sending the gold.“ 

The Bank of England, with a view of 
checking the export of gold, raised the rate 
of discount from 2%% to 8 per cent, and later 
to 4 per cent; the Bank of France has raised 
its rate to 4 per cent, and the Bank of Ger- 
many to5 per cent. There is a struggle in 
Europe to keep what gold they have, and it 
is possible, should the breadstuffs exports of 
1881 be any way great in bulk, at theadvanced 
prices the balance due to this country will 
be very great, and will necessitate the ship- 
ment hither of American bonds and stocks. 

On the Ist of August, 1880, the exports 
from Jan. 1 to that date were 883,679.81. 
and the imports were $455,305,200, an excess 
of exports amounting to $44,574,081. In the 
same months of 1881 the exports were 8488. 
411,925, and the imports were only $379,722,- 
499, an excess of exports of $108,688,426. The 
imports show a fallmroff of nearly $60,000,- 
000. 
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THE METHODIST ECUMENICAL CONFER- 
ENCE. 

While a little gathering of Methodists is 
in session in this city with the object of in- 
vestigating certain charges and specitica- 
tions of heresy made against one of their 
number, and of seeking to ascertain what 
the dogmas of the Church are and whether 
they have been violated by the-clerical de- 
fendant, a much larger gathering of Meth- 
odists, including delegates from all parts of 
the world. assembled in London yesterday, 
not for the purpose of prosecuting alleged 
erring brethren, but to seek for some com- 
mon ground upon which the various divis- 
ions of the Church may unite and work to- 
gether more closely. This gathering is a 
notable one, and its program is of more 
than ordinary interest, for if it succeed in 
bringing together in perfect working order 
all the branches of Methodism it will pre- 
sent to the world in one unbroken front the 
most powerful body in Protestant Christen- 
dom. 

In the organization of this Ecumenical 
Conference, Methodism has been divided 
into two general sections—Eastern and West- 
ern—the former embracing European and 
Colonial and the latter American and Cana- 
dian Methodists. The latter are subdivided 
again into Episcopal and non-Episcopal, the 
former remaining undivided, as they have 
but one form of church polity. The eonfer- 
ence will consist of 400 delegates, equally di- 
vided between clergy and laity, and also 
equally divided between Eastern and West- 
ern Methodists. The complete roster of the 
conference, which has been made up by the 
New York Herald, is as follows: 


In the United States the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, 80 delegates; Methodist Episcopal 
Church South, 38; African Methodist Episcopal 
Church, 12; African Methodist Episcopal Zion

From the same source we summarize the 
program of each day’s doings. Yesterday, 
of eourse, was devoted to the routine busi- 
ness of organization and the custémary 
formalities of reception and welcome. To- 
day the genpral topic of discussion will be 
Methodist History and Its Results,” and it 
is intimated that under this head inquiries 
will be made into Wesley’s objects in found- 
ing Methodist societies in England and the 
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United 8 tat | 
Episcopal hodism is most in harmony | 
with Wesleyanism, From a historical as 
well as the contemporaneous point of view, 
this discussion will be of the highest im. 
portance, especially as the American Method- 
ists are not in general sympathy with the 
English on this subject, but as a result of 
this discussion itis not unlikely that some 
common ground may be discovered where 
all the factions may meet. Tomorrow the 
„Evangelical Agencies of Methodism” will 
be considered, including such features of the 
subject as the itinerant ministry, lay preach- 
ers, women and their work, and associations. 
On Saturday the conference will address 
itself to “Methodism and the Young,” with 
the view of ascertaining how to secure the 
best results in home and Sunday-school 
training.. On Sunday there will be the usual 
religious observances. On Monday the ob- 
servance of the Sabbath and the temperance 
question will be the topics of discussion. So 
far as the latter branch of the subject is con- 
cerned, the conference will take action with 
reference to the organization ot juvenile 
temperance societies and the relations of the 
Church to civil legislation against the evil. 
The results of this day’s discussion will be 
awaited with much interest, as a rational 
and concerted movement of Meth- 
odists against the eyil of intemper- 
ance would de one of the most 
powerful forces ever arrayed against the 
whisky-seller. On Tuesday the perils of 
Methodism from the Papacy, sacerdotalism, 
skepticism, and worldly influences, and in- 
novations upon old usages will be consid- 
ered. Wednesday will be devoted to the 
higher forms of education now demanded, 
and also to the teachings in schools of theol- 
ogy. On Thursday the use of the press for 
denominational purposes, and on Friday 
* Home Missions,” will occupy the attention 
of the conference. On Saturday and Mon- 
day the sessions will be devoted to Foreign 
Missions,” including the establishment and 
support ef training-schools for native con- 
verts and native ministers in the foreign 
field; the use of the press in non-Christian 
countries for the promotion of the Gospel; 
the missionary work required in Papal and 
semi-infidel nations, and the resources of 
Methodism for the work of the world’s con- 
version and the duty of developing and em- 
ploying those resources.” The closing ses- 
sion will be on Tuesday, the 20th inst., when 
the great subject of Christian Unity” will 
be considered, and how it can be best brought 
about among all divisio f Methodists. 
The program, as will be seen, is very com- 
prehensive in its scope, and embraces vital 
questions, many of which have more than 
denominational interest. The London Times 
says it isthe most important gathering of 
Methodists sinee the daysof Wesley, and this 
may well be imagined when it is considered 
that the conference embraces the ablest 
minds in the Church from every part of 
Europe, the United States, and Canada. 
Though the conference has no legislative 
powers, its recommendations will unques- 
tionably be looked upon by the Church at 
large as authoritative, and will be embodied 
in its polity. The most agreeable feature of 
the conference is that its topics for discus- 
sion are timely and practical. If these dis- 
cussions shall succeed in bringing the divis- 
ions of Methodism into a closer and more 
compact whole and concentrating its efforts, 
its power as an evangelizer will be incalcula- 
ble. 


Art at the Exposition. 

The art gallery at the Exposition will prove 
a serious disappointment to the critical ex- 
aminer, who remembers with commingled pride 
and pleasure the brilliant collection which 
graced the loan and other rooms in last year's 
exhibiuon, The present display is less numer- 
ous than its immediate predecessor, and it must 
be confessed ig decidedly less meritorious. Why 
itisso is difficukt to determine. It may be the 
result of a radical change in the plans of the 
Art Committee, and it so the change has inauru- 
rated a decadence and not an advance. It would 
seem from a casual inspection of the catalog 
that the management have largely abandoned 
the policy of receiving loan collections, and that 
their efforts have been turned ia the direction 
of establishing an annual clearing sale of not 
their best works for the benelitof the New 
York artists and the persons who have charge 
of the negotiations. The Art Committee is not 
abreast of the times. Chicago contains a 
great many fine pictures, of which only 
a small proportion bas been placed on 
public exhibition. Her citizens have vastly 
improved in art kuowledge siuce the great fire 
of ten years ago, and will not now be satisfied to 
pay an admission fee for viewing a collec- 
tion which, with a very few exceptions, does 
not contain a picture whose equal cannot be 
toundin the shops of the ordinary art dealers 
or in the bands of the better class of auctioneers. 
The art critic has made his appearance in the 
interior cities of the West, and many a private 
home in Bloomington, Ottawa, Des Moines, 
Burlington, Omaha, and Kansas City contains 
canvases which are vastly superior to the 
average of the present collection at the Exposi- 
tion. The country owners of good pictures— 
men and women whose art knowledge 1s just as 
keen and perceptive as that of their city rel- 
atives—when they visit the city will do the 
Exposition justas they have done during the 
past eight years, and they will meet with the 
same disappointment which manifested itself 
so conspicuously last evening. 

There is not a great picture in the collection— 
not a single canvas which leaves an impression 
sharp and vivid enough to last while the spec- 
tator walks from the gallery to the conservatory. 
There is nota historical picture, good, bad, or 
indifferent. Apparently none of the great 
events which have taken place on the world's 
stage during the past quarter of a century have 
been deemed worthy of the artistes brush. It 
may be that the artists are incapable of estimat- 
ing at their true value the tragedies which are 
now and for some years past have been making 
history faster than ever before since the dawn 
of creation. This, however, is hardiy possible, 
because the academicians—modest men they be 
—will willingly certify to the scholarship and 
culture of each other. 

Of what is known as the genre school there is 
not an example which rises above a ritualistic 
mediocrity. There is not a well-told story in 
the collection. A few interiors with from three 
to half a dozen figures, after the manner of the 
more or less moribund Flemish school, grafted 
on the custom and dress of Brittany peasants, 
are of the most commonplace character as re- 
guards composition, and if engraved could only 
find a resting-piace inacheap book of travels 
or a child's reader. One of the most pretentious 
of these genres—and one highly praised by the 
Art Committee—is a paipabie plagiarism and 
not a legitimate assimilation. The display of 
landscapes is very large, and mountain side, 
undulating prairie, and umbrageous wood are 
represented in all seasons and under all condi- 
tions of sky. Few of these rise above the aver- 
age either in composition, color, or treatment. 
The most noticeable is a large wood interior "’ 
by George Inness. It attracts and rivets atten- 
tion by its unconscious truthfulness. Bold in 
composition, broad in handling, it is without ar- 
tifice or trick of any kind, and is one of the very 
few features in the cvullection that will repay 
frequent examination. 

Of marines and water-fronts there isa large 
coliection, but the majority are the productions 
of a few artists. Taken asa group they exhibit 
more artistic merit than the The 
“loan collection,” composed of pictures from 
the studios of foreign artists, living and dead, is 
scattered through the contributions of the New 
York imners. None of the “loan” pictures are 
remarkabie. They are paraded to the fullest 


names of the artists. This proves nothing. A 
pencil-sketch signed Turner, no matter how bad 
it may be, is fated to receive so much worship 
because Turner drew it, and on the market it 
sells fur $500, while a really meritorious bit of 
woodland or water by Smith, of Blue Island, 
goes begging for little more than the price of the 
frame. A sketch of the artist, with 
A list of his decorations and medals, adds nothing 
to the intrinsic vaiue of a picture that under 
other circumstances would be lost in the gen- 
eral shuffle of the 


commonplace. 
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the ‘game, or rather replicas of them, can be 
seen at any time in the windows of the art stores 
on Wabash avenue. There is the same old 
bouquet of peonies, the same familiar épergne 
with its solitary tea-rose, the monotonous peach, 
banana, and bunch of grapes, with slight varia- 
tions, and—some one asks, Why don’t the fruit 


painters try their hands at a peck of green peas | ¢ 


just for a change? 

In portraiture there are not above half a dozen 
examples—two of which, in Eastman Jobnson’s 
mammoth picture, were evidently painted con 
amore. Mr. Johnson just escaped linking his 
name toa notable work when he painted the 
„Funding hin.“ The introduction of four or 
fiye more portrait figures, including one of Sec- 
retary Windom, painted with equal vigor and 
fidelity, would have added just one more ta the 
very small stock of good American historical 
pictures. It might then be called“ Explaining 
the Funding Bili toa Committee of New York 
Bankers.” 

The question is a pertinent one and not at all 
inopportune: When will Caicago have a_fine 
art museum worthy of ber financial, commercial, 
and educational position? Itis far beyond the 
possibility of a hope that the State will give any 
aid in this direetion. The city cannot do it if it 
would, and there is no likelihood that it ever 
would. The demands of material improvement 
consume every dollar that can be legally levied 
on the taxpayer,and laboring with this yearly 
burden, from which he will never be freed, he 
will not eyince the slightest disposition to fur- 
ther tax himself for the benefit of what he deems 
at best but a seatiment, Which, Uke religion, 
should be paidfor by voluntary contribution. 
The general subscription scheme has proved a 
dismal failure—as witness the Memorial-Hali 
project, which is now beyond the biessed hope 
of a joyous resurrettion. Whateveris done ia 
the way of an art museum must therefore come 
from our millionaire merchants, manu- 
facturers, and  railroad-owners. In the 
larger towns of England, and in some 
of our American cities. art museums and libra- 
riee have been built and endowed by the liberal- 
ity of cotton lords. iron masters, and merchant 
princes. What will Chicago's capitalists do for 
Chicago? 

Until the question is answered, the people, THE 
TRIBUNE supposes, must put up with the Ex- 
position. Its directors, however, will soon lose 
the confidence of the public if they persist in 
conducting it as a close corporetion on a narrow 
and false economy. Itis not an organization for 
running a commission agency or a huckstering 
shop. Its aims are higher; the people expect 
more from it, and, witb a liberal, energetic, and 
thoroughly cultivated management, the wateb- 
word will always be Nothing but the best, and 
the best we must have.”

THERE isa very interesting fight now in 
progress at Youngstown, O., the belligerent 
parties being Dr. Hargett and the Rev. Mr.

Virginia, about 425,000 bushels: and Utah, which 
has the Great Salt Lake, about 480,000 bushels. 
The salt product has increased during the last 
decade about 90 per cent, but the total value of 
the product is jess by a few hundred dollars. 
The price per bushel is but little more than one- 
half what it was in 1870.

How the Tumult Arose at Belleville, 
and the Speech ot the dandidate in 
Full. 

Paris Dispatch to Lonaon Times. 

The meeting held by M. Gambetta in Belle- 
ville tonight (Ang. 16) gave rise to unex pected in- 
eidents. The building engaged by the committee 
is a larwe shed, usually devoted to the storage of 
timber, which is capable of accommodating 5,000 
persons, and opens on a large builder's yard. The 
shed and yard together would hold 10,000 people, 
and by 7 o'clock, an hour and a half before the 
time tixed for commencing, a dozen persons 
eould not have found standing-room. At the 
front of the platform were placed the seats re- 
served for the press; but after these privileged 
places the first seats fell to the first-comers, and 
the first-comers did not conceal their antipathy 
forthe candidate. While he was taking bis seat 
at the table among the members of his commitiee 
the uproar invreased, those who bad hissed ap- 
parentiy becoming bolder. At the moment for 
nominating the Chairman and Assessors it be- 
came evident that the electors were resolved 
not to let the meet lug run its course. Thestorm 
broke out fu this way: After the election of M. 
Métivier Chairman, M. Gambdetta's friends 
proposed 48 Assessor M. Rabagny, a member of 
the Paris Municipatity, who wa: elected in the 
place of the ineligible Communist Trinquet. 
The mob began to insult the Chairm an, 
M. Gambetta himself. and M. Rabagny, 
who, very pale, was standing deside the 
platform. It was evident to every impartial 
person that the majority had pronounved 
against M. Rabagny, who, however. proceeded 
to take his seat at the table, together witha 
second Assessor, a member of the committee. 
The bostility spread frum a single group over u 
great part of the area. “Wedo not want Ra- 
bugny. Down with Kabagny! He is a traitor!’ 
A part of the audience was shouting, ** We 
waut Massy as Assessor. M. Massy, one of M. 
Gambetta’s oppovents, and an intimate 
friend ot M. Rochefort, was standing 
near the platform and ‘Tooki at X. 
Gambetta with an air of defiance. . Métivier 
weut to him, reproached him with having come 
to disturb the meeting, and intimated to bim 
that he should withdraw. M. Massy very coolly 
replied that he would uot withdraw; that he de- 
clined to obey the orders of M. Gambetta's 
triends, and that, as an elector of the ‘T'weatieth 
Arrondissement, he would use his right and 
stuy at Lhe meeting. Lou will not act, for 1. 
will put you out.” The two antagonists were 
hustied, and M. Métivier, amid deafening up- 
rour, called upon Citizen Gambetta to set forth 
his program. 

M. Gambetta rose, but it was impossibie for 
him to speak. People were hissing and impre- 
cating on every side.

SAND Beacu, Mich. Sept. 6.—The fires in this 
county are raging. Bad Axe, our county-seat, 
isall burned up except the court-house, one 
store, and a few small buildings. Verona Milis, 
twelve miles west of here, is all burned except 
a hotel and church. Huron City and Forest Bay 
are certainly destroyed. The dock, mill, and 
many other buildings are burned at Port Hope. 
The fire is now about two miles from here. and 
our firemen are doing their best to save the 
village, although there is no immediate danger. 
There has been twenty bodies found burned in 
Rubicon and three in this township, and there 
will undoubtedly be still more found. Revorts 
from Paris are that the township is all burned. I 
cannot give particulars. The wires are all 
down. [send this by the steamer Concord, now 
loading salt at this place. 

EAST SAGINAW. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

EAST SAGINAW, Mich., Sept. 7.-Owing to the 
wires being down definit information from 
Huron County is difficult. Bad Axe, the county- 
seat, a small place, is burned, excepting the 
court-house, and in Bloomfield Townsbip, 
Huron County, seventeen lives are reported 
lost. It is estimated that thirty or forty lives 
were lost in that county. Huron City, another 
small place, is in ashes, and the people are call- 
ing for aid. Heavy fires are burning east of 
Cass City, Tuscola County, and nearly every 
settler is homeless. The air is quite damp to- 
night, and it is thought rainisnear. The esti- 
mated damage to property in Tuscola County 
is $100,000. 

A report tonight from V assar, Tuscola County, 
states that the atmosphere is heavy and damp 
tonight, with a cool wind from tbe north, biow- 
ing the fires back over the burned districts, and 
as a consequence they have ceased running and 
are dying down. The country is wrapped ina 
deuse mantie of smoke impenctrable to the 
sight. A feeling of relief prevails, as the 
worst is thought to be past. Clothing is 
being picked up and subscription papers circu- 
lated for the relief of those who have lost their 
all, who are continually coming to the village 
for shelter and protection. Twenty-one families 
are reported as entirely burned out in the Town- 
ship of Millington to-day. Over $100,000 is the 
estimate given in the streets to-night as the loss 
to this county. 

Today has been much cooler, and a strong 


wind prevailed from the northeast, which bas 


added to the troubles of those living in the fire 
limita. 

The fire east of this city and in Tuscol® Courty 
continues to rage with unabated vigor, destroy- 
ing fences, grain crops, and buildings. 

In Biumfield Township men and women are 
worn out fighting the fire. A farmer named 
Keepes lost everything. Another who just 
erected a new house lost it. A dozen houses 
and barns in that neighborhood burned, and 
some farmers are completely ruined. 

Fred Koepling. in Brick Run, tost all his 
buildings and grain last night. Four or five 
barns filled with grain burned near Brick Run. 

A German farmer named Notbeker lost his 
bouse and barn last night near Bridgeport. 

In Denmark, Tuscola County, fire is doing 
great damage, and also in Guilford Township. 
C. Payment lost bis house ia that township, val- 
ued at $400, with no insurance. 

Cass City, Tuscola County, is almost destroyed, 
and people are suffering for food. 

Badaxe, the county seat of Huron Couney, is 
all gone except the Cqurt- House, and seven 
lives are reported lost in that vicinity. 

Veront Mills and Huron City, in Tuscela 
County, are also gone, and a number of lives re- 
ported lost. Destruction to property in that 
county is almost incalculable, and far 
exceeds that of 1871. The wires 
are down, and (full details can't be 
learned. An Indian settlement of thirty fami- 
lies seven miles below this city is reported 
burned tonight. All communication is cut off 
and no particulars can be obtained. Fire also 
has started between Saginaw City and St. 
Charles, and people are out fighting it. The 
smoke is so dense as to darken the sky. 

A slight sprinkle has just started in, and indi- 
cations are that more will follow. A good rain 
will save thousands of dollars“ worth of property 
that otherwise will be converted to ashes. 

GRAND RAPIDS.

GRAND Rapips, Mich., Sept. 7.—Forest fires 
are raging in the woods in the country a few 
miles from this city in every direction. A good 
deal of damage has been done to fences, orch- 
ards, woods, lots, meadows, and grain fields, and 
the farmers have had to fight desperately in sev- 
eral cases to save their homes and outbuildings, 
but so far no serious loss in this direction has 
been reported, but, as there is no prospect of 
rain as yet, and the fires grow fiercer, there is 
much fear and anxiety lest this county shall 
yet suffer almost as great damage as has be- 
fallen the Saginaw Valley.

HELPING THEMSELVES,

LOUISVILLE, Ky., Sept. 7.—The most daring 
daylight burglary and robbery ever perpetrated 
in a densely- populated community occurred to- 
day at the house of Dr. J. A. Krack, our City 
Assessor, at Twentieth and Magazine streets, 
this city. The Doctor's family consists of bim- 
self and wife, and while he was at bis office at 
the City-Hall about noon today, Mrs. Krack 
locked her house and called upon her sister, who 
lives next door. While there she felt sure that 
something unusual was happening at her house, 
and went home. On going in she found that arear 
door had beeu forced, as also a trunk of the 
Doctor's clothes. Passing through and up-stairs 
she found two undisguisdéd negro men busily 
engaged forcing the drawers of a bureau in 
which she kept ber jeweiry and money. The 
burglars paid no attention to her presenve, but 
continued their felonious work, as though noone 
was near, until they bad accomplished. their 
work, which they did before Mrs. Krack could 
give the alarm and procure assistance. The 

urglars carried of two suits of clothes, a dia- 
mond pin and a diamond ring, and some money, 
ali valued at several hundred dollars. There 
have been no arrests as yet, but the police say 
they are satistied they know their men. 


MARVIN A LOUD KICKER. 

RICHMOND, Sept. 7.—The case of Marvin, the 
alleged forger and bigamist, was c@ntinued, the 
prosecuting officer not baving witnesses ready. 
Marvin objected to the continuance, saving the 
prosecution wanted time, not so much to pro- 
cure witnesses as to poison the public mind 
through a sensational press. He characterized 
his treatment in prison as unbecoming humani- 
ty.

NITRO-GLYCERINE.

BRADFORD, Pa., Sept. 1.—A horrible and sick- 
ening casualty occurred at Sawyer City, a small 
town a few miles from Bradford, this morning. 
The agent of death was nitro-giycerine, and the 
cause gross carelesness on the part of the tor- 
pedo-shooter. Four men were ushered into 
eternity and three fatally injured by the ex- 
plosion, which occured in this wise: Charles 
Rust, in the employ of the Roberts Torpedo 
Company, was engaged to shoot a well on the 
Schoonouer farm, just out of Sawyer. A number 
of citizens gatbered about the derrick. Rust, who 
was an intemperate character, acted in a queer 
manner, and bandied the dangerous compound 
as though it was water. The shell had been 
bung in the casing and two quarts of the explo- 
sive poured in, the remainder being the cans 
on the derrick floor. After pouring in the two 
quarts, Rust set the can down and undertook to 
fit the cap to the shell. It worked a little tight, 
end he gave it a couple of biows with bis hand 
in order to force it to position. The first blow 
had no effect, and cautious

concussion that the glyeerine exploded, Rust 
was biown about two hundred feet, and literally 
dismembered. Portions of his body were found 
banging from the tree-tops.

A JAIL FOR, FEMALES.

MONTREAL, Sept. 7.—It stated that the 
Montreal Female Jail, presided over by nuns, 
is in adisgracefully overcrowded state. It was 
opened four years ago, when there were only 
eighty prisoners all told confined there, with ac- 
commodations for 100. Now there are between 
200 and 300 incarcerated in it, and every inch of 
ground within the building is utilized at night 
for shakedowns for the inmates. The class of 
females now overcrowding the institution are 
taken from houses of ill-fame in the city. 
These pitiable and unfortunate outcasts 
have been latelx sent there in great 
numbers for long terms of confinement 
by the Recorder, who thinks he is there- 
by exterminating the social evil, but it is 
believed that far more harm than good will be 
involved from the huddling together of sucha 
mass of ved women. The time has arrived 
when an inquiry will have to be made into the 
condition of the prison. It is stated on excel- 
lent authority that thirty or forty brutal crim- 
inals commi for assaulting ir wives and 
other like offenses are herding together without 
any restraint in one of the corridors.

TORONTO, Ont., Sept. 7—From early morning, 
what with the formal opening of the exhibition 
and the great citizens’ regatta, the city was in 
much bustle. The various railway companies 
ran special trains in addition to those of the 
remulur time- table, and as these trains arrived 
buudreds were added to hundreds, until by noon 
the railways had landed at least 15,000 peuple. 
The various steamers chartered by the Regatta 
Committee which came froma distance added 
to the swelling numbers. Between 3 and 4 
o'clock the crowds began to pour down the va- 
rious avenues leading to the Bay. The wharves 
to which access could be had were black with 
people, and the shipping was also alive with 
people. 

Promptly at the time fixed the Luella, with 
the referee aboard, steamed out on to 
the course, and on the journey down the 
referee decided that the water was not yet fit 
for shell rowing.

At this time 
an estimate was made of the attendance, and it 
was calculated that, atloat and ashore, waiting 
for the race, were upwards of 40,000 peo- 
ple. the greatest crowd ever gathered to- 
gether in the city.

He was captured, with 
his plans concealed in the soles of his shoes, 
tried, and found guilty.

I only 
regret that | have but one lite to give to my 
country.“ Hale's lite was that of a pure patrio 
such as one could safely follow and be sure o 
honor.

A flood of gas-light, equivalent to 40,000 
candies, was what shone down upon the as- 
sembled multitude at the opening of the Exposi- 
tion last night. Brilliant as it was, tonight's 
illumination willas far surpass it as the noon- 
day sun outsbines the full orbed moon. The 
workmen were working hard to get the electric 
lights in readiness, and there are ninety- 
two of them of 2, candle power 
euch, making nearly four times as 
much light as the maximum capacity of 
the multitude of gas-burners. One engine of 
100 borse- power was already at work furnishing. 
power for lighting the art gallery, while two 
others of 100 and 150 norse- power respectively 
were being placed in position. The Corliss eu- 
gine of 20 horse-power was running so noise- 
lesly that the throngs who gazed upon its eusy 
and graceful movements could hardly believe 
that it bad sufficient latent energy to run the 
four great lines of shafting with all the accom- 
panyipg machinery. The Corliss was not called 
upon to do any heavy work last night, as very 
little of the agricultural machinery had been 
attached. The whvie north end of the building 
was a confused mass of rakes and reapers, 
piows and planters, harrows and harvesters, 
and other treacberous-looking implements that 
looked as if they only waited tor an opportunity 
tomangie some uufvrtuoate victim. None of 
them was attached to the shafting, but in a day 
or two every one of them will Bave a hand in 
the tumult. It is safe to say that the Ex- 
position opening was a lite too previous, 
or else that the preparations had been too long 
delayed, for net more than half of the exhibits 
were in readiness, With commendable prompt- 
ness, some of them were ready for inspection, 
but in the greater number of cases, they were 
undergoing arrangement.

lau tue centre of the buliding a graceful fount- 
ain tossed the water forty feet into the air, and 
uround it were the large tanks for the icthyolog- 
ical exhibit. Tuis was not yet completed, al- 
though a number of beautiful specimens of 
brook trout attracted attention, one of the 
speckled creatures being ecighteen inches ia 
length. The galieries were weil occupied with 
exhibits, and aiso with visitors who chose this 
elevated posicion for taking in the busy scene 
below. The elevator running to the topof the 
building received a share of patronage. 

Ordinarily the interest of the Exposition is di- 
vViued between the display of agricultural im- 
plements and the art gallery, but, owing to 
the fact thut the former had not been put lu mo- 
tion, the people througed to the art department, 
which was all ready tor inspection. The crowd 
Was so wreat as to seriously interfere with the 
guvueral enjoyment, but everybody took the el- 
bowing und jostling of nis neighbor in good part,

to distribute the biggest kind ofa crowd in a 
satisfactory manner. The art-hall consists of 
three galienes 50x38 feet euch, two 44x45 feet 
each, and one 21x44 feet. In Gallery A is an ad- 
mirable collection Of faience, comprising sixty- 
eight numbers, the most valuable of whichis a 
Pulle Jendre vase in blue, with Venus 
rising from tho sea. Another piece 
which attracted particular attention was 
ub Roval Worcester vase, japunesque, 
with group of tigures. A pair of Freuen piteh- 
ers, iu gold und silver, with heads, were also 
yreatly admired. ‘There were half a dozen 
pretty screens by Artbur Quartiey, with ma- 
rine views in black and white, as also a number 
of beautifully-exeecuted bronze medallion por- 
traits by Augustus St. Gaudens, Gallery A also 
contained the. water-color collection, which 
wus worthy of the particular attention 
given it by the visitors last night. 
Among the names of the artists are 
Earle, Winslow Hower, Simonetti, Kruseman, 
Van Eten, Nicoll, Bellows, A. H. Wyant, and 
Thomas Moran. ‘The collecuon was also graced 
by a score of water-color sketches in Cuba from 
toe brush of F. Hopkinson Smith. Among the 
numerous fac-similes of ancient art was the 
frieze of the Parthenon, placed around the cor- 
ner of galiery A, of whicad there are 180 casts. A 
pretty accompaniment of these relics of early 
Greece, are some modern sculptures iu the style 
of the antique. There are two statues 
of Venus ‘jetrix, one b John Gibson, 
who died at Rome in 1866, the other by Thor- 
waldsen.who died at Copenhagen in 1844. By bis 
successful attempt at reviving the antique, the 
latter artist bas been styled * the posthumous 
Greek.’ There is also one of Cauova's produc- 
tions in imitauon of the Venus de Medici. 
Gallery A contains 244 objects of art. Gallery 
B. in addition to the oil paintings, con- 
tains several casts of sculpture, the 
frugmentary originals of which are in 
the greut galleries of Evrope. The stat- 
ues are those of Ariadne, Apollo Saurvctonus, 
Discobolus, of Nancydes,and Jason with the 
Golden Fieece® All are life-size, and the latter 
is five feet ten inches high. 

Gallery Cis also devoted to oil paintings and 
statuary, of which there are a bundred of the 
former. The casts of classical statuary are the 
Athlete, Adonis, Antinous, and the Athlete Ces- 
tiaire. : 

Gallery D contains some fifty oll paintings, and 
each corner is relieved with a cast of scuipture. 

In Gallery E there are 100 casts of marbles 
and bronzes, with all the fractures of the origi- 
nals which are in the national galleries of Eu- 


rope. 
Gallery F contains some sixty oil- paintings.

Four are 
by N. Diaz, two of them rich wood interiors, and 
ove a landscape with figures like minia 80 
delicately and beautifully are they pai . 

A “Scene in Japan,” by Firmin-Girard, lent 
by Henry C. Gibson, of Philadelphia, 1s a fine 
example of an elegant and tasteful genre paint- 
er. It represents two Japanese women in 
rich and varied colors of their native costumes, 
lying prone on the grassy bank by the side of a 
pool, in which are waterfowls waiting for crumbs 
from the hands of the amused ladies. 

“A Street in Constantinopie” is the rty 
of Mr. Fairman Kogers, and the work of A. 
Pasini, a paluter of truly oriental imaginauon, 
and of tne first ory ot modern Italian painters 
after the style of Géréme. Two fbtable works, 
also belonging to Mr. Rogers are the Young 
Girl of Etretat.“ a most exquisit picture by 
Huges Merle, and La Route de Concarneau,” 
by illiam L. Picknell, a Philadeiphian who 
resides in Paris, and who exnibi this same 
painting at the Salou last year, where it ro- 
ceived honorable mention. It represents a 
rather uninteresting scene in such an intense 
and realistic manner that you cannot choose 
but follow in wonderment the long stretch of 
sun-vaked and cracked roadway ieading on 
through the grass, and weeds, and underbrush 
of waste land, with ren 5 
to the darkly-outlined woods in the distance 
Ateamster with horse and wagon, the mossy 
roadside, and over all a bright blue sky flecked 
with little clouds, completes a picture that you 
feel is stereoscopic in its truthfuiness. 

Quite a number of important pictures which 
command respect and admiration are contrib- 
uted by Mr. i. H. Porter, Mr. John Newell, and 
Mr. Dole, of this city, all of which demand more 
than a passing glance, and those who love pict- 
ures will go again and again to find new and un- 
expected pleasure in quiet study; for pictures 
are like friends—you must know them well 
become intimately acquainted with them before 
you can appreciate all their good qualities. 

In Gallery B. No. 417 of the catalogue is a 
painting entitled“ The Storm,” by A. H. Wyant, 
of whom a good authority bas said that de bas 
shown a sympathy with scenery and a masterful 
skilliu reaching subtle effects which place bim 
umong the first landscape painters of the age.” 
His Storm shows only a hillside, trees and 
grass rocked with the wind, heavy clouds on the 
left scurrying along to cover a gieam of light on 
the right. and a multitude of details which, how- 
ever, do not detract from the ceutrai idea, 

No. 318, * Au April Day, New York,” by Arthur 
Quartley, shows, as do nearly all bis marines,the 
elfect of shimmering light on water. The dim 
outline ot a muss of buildings isto be seen in 
the distance, the spire of Trinity towering above 
A storm is rapidly approach: the 
city from Long Island, and the idea of motion is 
well expressed in the sweep of the clouds and 
the angry sea. 

No. 321. “The Engagement Ring,” by A. T. 
Bricher, shows a lovely landscape with a young 
woman walking pensively by the riverside. 
Were she not so much of the fashion-plate order 
the picture would be of more interest. 

No. 322. “Autumn Gold.“ by K. M. Shurtleff, 
brightens up the whole side of the room with the

This pict- 
ure is universally admired for its thorough 
finish yet broad effect. 

No. 501 is by William M. Chase, and is called 
simply a “Portrait of a Lady,” although it 
might besentitled The White Lady,” or “A 
Harmony in Color” as well. It represents a 
lady dressed in white. with blue trimming, a 
white bat lined with pele biue, blue mitts on 
her hauds, and blue 1 on her feet, which 
are cros3ed on a pink silk cushion. She is seated 
upon agreen bank. a white feather fan beside 
ber, and behind her awhite background em- 
broidered with pink flowers. This picture is 
said to represent a prominent Chicago lady, and 
is surrounded by a broad white frame that ad 
much to its singularity.

IMPORTED PAUPERS, 


The Case of the Girl Shipped Here 
from Normal, Ill. 


A State of Affairs Which Cannot Be 
Tolerated Longer. 


Reterence was made in THE TRIBUNE last 
week to the story of ayoung girl who repre. 
sented herself to have been turned adrift in the 
streets of Chicago from the Normal (LiL) branch 
of the New York Juvenile Asylum, and who 
after ber really pitiful and apparently truthtul 
tale had been heard by County-Agent McGrath, 
sent as a patient to the County Hospital. Reg. 
erence was also made to the experience which 
Cook County authorities bad been having wity 
waifs sent West by the organization in qu 
and ultimately found penniless, sick, and alone 
in this great city. Particular attention 
paid, however, to the case of Amanda Lyong 
(that was the name of the girl mentioned 
for it was her painful story and still more pain. 
ful condition, commg as it did as a climax tg 
similar instances, that called peremptorily tor 
an investigation. 

TUE STATEMENTS MADE BY AMANDA LYONS 
were in brief to the following effect: She hag 
been sent to Normal from the New York head. 
quarters when about 10 years oid (she is now a 
little over 10. The Wright family, having 
charge of the Normal branch, had sent her to 
work first at one place and then at another, and 
bad made her work for themselves (the Wrights) 
in the intervals. She bad deen sha 
abused at the different places, and had finally 
been forced to submit to an improper intimacy, 
She had complained to Mrs. Wright of the treat. 
ment, but the woman had refused to be 
lieve it, and had done nothing for ber 
relief until imformed that she was 

Then Mrs. Wright bad sent her to Chicago, 
after trying in vain to secure ber admission int 
the Erring Woman's Howe, had sent her to the 
Home for the Friendless with instructions 40 
suy that she was a girl from the country and to 
divulge nothing of ber life at Normal. 

The girl was refused admission into the Home 
for the Friendiess, and tinally sue was presented 
to County-Ageut McGrath, to whom sbe told her 
story. Mr. McGrath had ber examined by Dr. 
Bartlett, who reported her to be suff 80 
severely from peivic inflammation 4s to make it 
impossible to discover positive evidence of 

reguancy; but be said that sbe had bad sexual 

ntercourse, and that her serious condition made 
ber a fit subject for the hospital, whither she 
was sent. 

Assistant County-Agent Charley Frey visited 
Normal, and tborouguly interrogated Mra 
Wright regarding the coarges made by the girl. 

MK. FREY’S REPORT 

was exhibited yesterday, and it is one that fully 
sustains Tun TRIBUNE in the assertion that the 
treatment of the waifs by the Normal officers 
“needs investigation.” According to this re 
port, Mrs. Wright admitted turning the 
adrift in Chicago, and also admitted 
she had done wrong in taking that 
course — said she would pay the 
girl's expenses here and take der 
back as soon as desired. Mr. Frey asked the 
woman why she had left the girl alone in the 
street, and Mrs. Wright answered that sbe su 
posed there would be no difficuity about 
securing admission into the Home for the 
Frendiess. “I suppose,” the woman continued, 
that I made a mistake in sending her to Uhi- 
cago instead of back to New York.” While not 
Senging One the girl may have been pregnant, 
Mrs. right insisted that it was not the 
fault of any member of ber family. The 
woman, though, admit that she 
the girl examined by a Dr. White. who 
had been unabie to state definitly whether the 
girl was pregnant or not. Mr. Frey's report 
closed by stating that Mr. Wright was on his re- 
turn from New York with about fifty addinonal 
waits for distribuuon throughout the State, and 
also with the observation that the people of Nor- 
mal were generally opposed to the system of 
bringing the homeless children tbere. The As-, 
sistant County Agent likewise stated that be bad

Instead of adding a “surgical 
pavilion,“ therefore, the County Board should 
see that the institution is made to anwer the 
purpose fo? which it was built—the care 
of * paupers,”’ and no others. It now contains, 
from the admissions of the Warden, at least 
seventy-five persons who are non-residents, 
and of the other 300, itis safe to say that at 
least 50 percent of them are not paupers 
in the sense of the law. How many of the other 
50 per cent are “political patients no one 
knows, but it is said that not a few of them are 
there at the uest of certain Commissioners, 
without regard to whether they are proper 
charges or not. The facts dre that, while the 
institution is neat and clean, and is being run 
upon economic principles, so far as the Warden 
is concerned, or his authority goes, it is not 
what it ought to be, and after the evils alleged 
are corrected, it is thought that it will be time 
enough to enter into new contracts | to 
enlarging the establishment.

OBITUARY. 


ARCHBISHOP JOHN M. HENNI. 
Snecial Dispatch to The Chicago Tribuw 

MILWAUKEE, Sept. 7.—The venerable Arch- 
bishop John M. Henni, one of the most promi- 
nent Catholic personages in the United States, 
peacefully breathed his last at 11 o'clock this 
morning. Bishop Henni has been ill fora year 
past, and all of that time he has not been able 
to leave his room. He began sinking rapidly 
last week, and was unconscious twenty-four 
hours before his death. He will be buriedina 
vault under St. Jonn’s Cathedral, that was 
founded by him when Wisconsin was a wilder- 
ness; on Saturday morning. Many prominent 
Cut holies from all parts of the United States 
will be present at the funeral. 

John M. Henni was born in the Canton of 
Graubunden, Switzerland, in 1805. He was 
noted evenin boyhood tor his piety and for his 
devotion to the church, of which his parents 
were members, and as he advauced in years he 
put aside all worldly enjoyments in order that 
he might become a faithful follower and teacher 
of the doctrines of that faith. His constant 
attendance at the village chapel, and the eager- 
ness with which he listened to the legends of 
the faith, attracted the attention of Catholic 
residents possessing ample meaus, who loosened 
their purse-strings in order that he might ac- 
quire the necessary education to fit him for the 
priesthood. Thus aided and encour- 
aged, young Henni pursued his studies 
at St. Gaelen and Luzerne. Shortly 
after his eraduation he visited Rome, 
where Archbishop Fenwick, who had journeyed 
thither from Cincinnati in quest of young mis- 
sionary assistants, met him, and was quick to 
ovserve his more thun ordinary qualities of 
mind, and zeal in the callmg which he had 
chosen. Upon Bishop Fenwick representing to 
him the almost boundiess field for missionary 
labors across the broad Atlantic, the new coun- 
try, the greater portion of which was then 
without the biessings conferred by the Cath- 
olic religion, Henni entbhusiasticaily accepted 
the invitation extended to come to America, 
and sailed in company with his friend, Martin 
Kundig, who was afterward for many years his 
colaborer, bosom friend, and Vicar-General, 
and who passed away only a few years 
ago. Henni ana Kundig arrived at Bal- 
timore in 1829, where, after a brief prepara- 
tion at Bardstown, be was ordained priest, 
and in 1829 began his ministry in Cincinnati. 
Shortly thereafter he was called to Canton, O., 
where, although removed from the immediate 
presence, his zeal in the ministry and nis care- 
fui prosecution of the Christian labor be bad 
undertaken to perform, did not escape the ob- 
servation of his superior. In time Bishop Fen- 
wick died, and his successor, Bishop, afterwards 
Archbistop, Purcell, finding bis sphere enlarged 
by the consecration of the urst German church 
in Cincinnati in 1544, recalled Henni from Can- 
ton aud elevated him to the position of Viczr- 
General of the See. Becoming convinced that 
more ample means were necessary for a suc- 
cessful prosecution of missionary work in his 
new fieid, Henni gained permission to visit 
Europe in 1835 for the purpose of  solicit- 
ing the necessary ftincancial aid and 
assistance. He stucceeded even beyond 
bis fondest anticipations, and upon returning 
to Cincinnati founded the Wasrheitefrennd, 
(Friend of Truth), now the leading German Cath- 
olic organ of the West, aiso St. Aloisius’ Orphan 
Asylum, which is said now to be the oldest Ger- 
man institution of the kind in the United States. 

As the leid grew in extent, and new dioceses 
were set upart, and new Bishops were created, 
Father Henni, whose labors as priest and Vicar- 
General had demonstrated his fitness for the 
position, was nominated Bishop of the newly- 
formed Diocese of Milwaukee by a provincial 
council of Bishops which was held in Cincinnati 
on the fourth Sunday after Easter, 1843. In the 
month of December foliowing the nomination 
was confirmed by the Pope, and on the 9th day 
of March, 1844, he’ was consecrated Bishop, the 
service taking place in St. Xavier's Cathedral, 
Cincinnati—Bishop Purcell, with the assist- 
ance of Bishop Nites, of Nashville, and 
Bishop O' Connor, of Pittsburg, assisted at the 
consecration. On the 12th of April Bishop Henni 
get out for Milwaukee, accompanied by the Rev. 
Mr. Heiss, late Bishop of La Crosse, and last 
year appoirted his coadjutor, arrived bere late 
in the nicht of May 3. 1544. On the following 
morning (Sunday) he inquired the whereabouts 
of the Catholic Chureh, and was conducted to 
a small wooden structure known as St. Peter's, 
situated in the midst of a dense forest, at what 
is now the corner of Jackson and Martin streets, 
This structure still stands where it was original- 
ly erected. Upon entering he found his old 
companion, the Rev. Mr. Kundig, with whom 
he had crossed the ocean, celebrating mass at 
the altar. At the conclusion of the service he 

ntered the sanctuary dnd greeted the friend of 

s youth. Bishop Henni soon discovered that 
the diocese was a8 poor in purse as his cathedral 
was insignificant in appearances. To make mat- 
ters worse, the former owner of © property 
soon called for an unpaid balance due him, and 
the adjustment of the claim left the Bishop al- 
most penniless. At that time the Catholics in 
and about Milwaukee numbered less than 2, 
and those of the entire diocese 5,000. There 
were but six priests in the eutire Territory, and 
these officiuted in log houses except at Prairie 
du Chien, where a substantial stone edifice had 
been commenced and put under roof in the hope 
that the Bishop might see fit to locate at that 


point. 

Under Bishop Henni’s management the dio- 
cese gained strength, both in numbers and re- 
sources. This was brought about largely by the 
tide of immigration which set in soon after 
his arrival in the Territory. It soon ame 
necessary to erect a larger piace of worship, and 
the corner-stone of the present cathedral was 
laia with imposing ceremonies, no less than 
thirty priests assisting on the oceasion. Short 
thereafter St. Mary's Hospital was founded, 
the Sisters of Mercy were invited to take 
of the institution. 

Later still Bishop Henni visited Rome to in-

On the 3lst of May following the Papal ablegate, 
Mons. Roucetti, and Dr. Uboldo Uboldi arrived 
with the pallium and Papal briefs. The 3d of 
June follow the arrival of the Papal dignita- 
ries witne another grand demonstration, 
when the investiture of the Bishop as Archb- 
bishop took place in the presence of a large 
number of Church dignitaries and thousands of 
Church people. Bishops Ryan, Foley, Seiden- 
busch, and Mrack preceded the Bishop into the 
cathedral, the latter following witn the Papal 
ablegate, Mons.}Roucetti. Bishop Ryan preached 
the sermon, oath was administered, 
and the pailium laced upon nis 
shoulders with a lessing by Bishop 
Heiss. The investiture was celebrated by a 
torchlight. procession in the evening, wen 
thousands of »ple gathered fore the See 
House to pay their respects to the Archbishop. 

On the 7th of February, 1880, the fittieth anni- 
versary of the elevation of Archbishop Henni 
to the priesthood was celebrated with imposing 
religious ceremonies and a magnificent torch- 
light processiogw in the evening. On t occa- 
sion over a bundred priests and no less than half 
a dozen Bishops took part in the celebration. 

The last ‘visit of Archbishop Henni to Rome 
was at the time of the Ecumenical Council, 
when be took stron ae aguinst the doc- 
trine of Papal infallibility. 

Columns might be written concern the 
early experiences of Bishop Henni in the Terri- 
tory of Wisconsin, when he made the circuit of 
his diocese through unbroken forests, over wild 
prairies, and around impenetrable and im- 
passable swamps, on horseback. Some of these 
trips caused bim to be absent from Milwaukee 
six months ata time. Only the possession of an 
iron constitution enabled bim to bear the hard- 
ships of frontier life, and the same iron consti- 
tution carried him to the ripe age of nearly 76 
years, despite a painful and ordinarily fatal 
physical disability.

FARGO. 


Some idea of the Wonderful Agricult- 
ural Hesources of Northera Dakota. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

Fand, D. T., Sept. 7.—I have just finished a 
ride of many miles over the wheat-region ot the 
Great Northwest, through the Red River Valley, 
and on west. Thegreat Dalrymple and Williams 
farms have been fully described, so Iwill not 
enlarge on their immensity, but tell your read- 
ershow they start new towns here,and the 
cause of the mighty inflowof brains and capital. 
It may be all summed up in the word “ wheat,” 
but this does not tell the whole stgry. Accept- 
ing the invitation of friends at Buffalo, forty 
miles west of this point, we drove twenty-five 
miles south over the endless prairie, reaching 
the southwest branch of the Northern Pacific. 
Here a town is springing up, it being one of 
thousands on all the new lines building out of 
Fargo. Six weeks ago the great prairie was 
only dotted by the occasional cabin of the home- 
steader—now the biack-line of the railroad- 
grade stretches as far.as the eye can reach. A 
month age Sheldon was unknowij—now there 
are two stores, a boarding-house, post-office, 
blacksmith- shop, etc. And so it is all through 
the country. Hundreds of sections are being 
sold daily, and the wheat crop is being thrashed 
out by the thousands of bushels. How about 
the profits of wheat-raising? Careful 
judges practicaily agree that, with land 
at from $5.50 to $7 per acre, 
the permanent investment ready for the first 
crop will be about $11 per acre for a section. 
This includes buildings and the ground ready 
for the first crop. Subsequent crops can be 
grown for $7.50. The yield ranges trom fifteen 
to thirty bushels per acre, of the finest quality, 
and this, at an averse of twenty bushels per 
acre, with prices at 81 per bushel, pays an en- 
ermous interest. This figures on the basis of 
hiring everything done while the owner pursues 
other business. If one gives his own time and 
labor itcan be done much cheaper. It is such 
returns as these for sixteen years in suc- 
cession that causes Fargo to have four 
iines of railroad, with three more 
building, that has caused landin the immediate 
vicinity to increase from $40 per acre to $5 per 
lot in three years, that Causes great blocks to go 
up us if by magic, and makes bouse rents from 
$20 to $30 per month at this point, and bas in- 
creased the price of land all along the railroad 
from $2 to $20 per acre. In places I found the 
black prairie soil three and one-half feet in 
depth, and the whole country is being settled 
by a splendid class of people. Wages are from 
$1.50 to $2.50 per day for common laborers; me- 
chanics receive from 52.50 to $4; man and team, 
$4 per day, etc. Land can be bought in the vi- 
cinity of the new roads for $5.50 to $7 ** acre.

BLOOMINGTON, III., Sept. 7.—This city is all 
alive and boiling over with excitement over the 
fourth annuai reunion of the veteran soldiers 
and sailors of Illinois. The coming of the vet- 
erans has entirely taken the shine out of the 
militia encampment, which has been in progress 
bere for the last few days. Allday long trains 
have been pouring in long strmgs of men who 
saw actual fighting during the late unpleasant- 
ness, and by tomorrow morning Camp Me- 
Cullough will find its capabilities taxed to ac- 
commodate the late comers.

a. m. for unanown reasons, aud there seemed to 
be neither arrangement nor method about the 
affair. Large crowds congregated around and 
in the vicinity of the court- house from 8 o'clock 
on, watching and waiting for the alleged grand 
spectacular effect which did not come. The re- 
sults ef the fight were two men sunstruck, oue 
damaged by a cannon runumg over his foot, 
and two sheets of plate-glass smashed 
by the explosion of the big guns. The Union 
forces were commanded by Gen. J. T. Foster, 
and the Confederates by Gen. Peter Wallace. It 
is unnecessary to state that the latter were most 
unmercifully licked, and ran away ab the ap- 
pointed time as set forth in the program.

I went today (Aug. 15, 81), as it is the anni- 
versary Of Miss Neilson’s death, to Brompton 
Cemetery.

Small Bears Frightened by the 
St. Joe Deal. 


General Covering of Shorts—Lit- 
tle Outside Buying. 


No Stock Market Today—Finances in 
Chicago. 
The Produce Markets More Active, and Generally 
Strong—Provisions Buoyant. 


Buyers Want the Long Futures in Pork and 
Lard—Shorts Filling in Wheat 
| and Corn. 


FINANCIAL. 


Something like a bear panic on a small scale 
was caused by the way the shorts in St. Joe were 
twisted. There wasa general covering by the 
smaller shorts, which put prices up a cent or 
two. Street gossip said Mr. Gould had taken ad- 
vantage of Mr. Keene's being caught in St. Joe 
to advance the price of ail the other stocks of 
which he was short. Street gossip also said that 
Gould and Sage were heavily short of St. Joe, 
and that Sage had settled by paying $570,000. 
Street gossip is never consistent and seldom re- 
liable. Apart from the movement in St. 
Joe, which went to 200, with 215 report- 
ed bid and 275 asked, and the sym- 
pathetic covering of short lines in other stocks, 
there was little feature in the market. Bur- 
lington & Quincy went up from 153 to 158, and 
returned to 153. Alton was active and higher. 
Trunk line stocks were not appreciably affected 
by the progress of the railroad war.

Today has been appointed by Gov. Cornell, of 
New York, a day of prayer for the recovery of 
President Gartieid, and the New York Stock Ex- 
change has consequently adjourned till tomor- 
row. 

Some very damaging statements about the 
Credit Mobiller system of building the Denver 
& Rio Grande and Mexican railroads have been 
made by Capt. John Codman, of New York, in 
the Evening Post, and have been reprinted in 
THe Tripune. On the other hand, the Ameri- 
can Exchange says editorially that the company 
credits its earnings account with only the 
bare cost of transporting the material tor 
new construction, that the earnings from this 
source amount to only 3 2-10 of all the 
earnings, and deciares that the bonded debtis 
only $15,000 a mile, instead of $25,000 a mile, as 
has becn stated.

Prices dispiay 
positive firmness. There was a good demand for 
ciothing, millinery goods, hats, caps, and boots 
and shoes, prices ruling firm all around. Gro- 
ceries were active and uniformly firm. Owing 
to the damage to the yrop resulting from the re- 
cent severe storm in Carolina rice is stronger, 
choice advancing 4@'4c. Sugars still show an 
upward tendency, and noiders of coffee look for 
an advance by-and-by. Dealers in dried fruits 
were fairly busy and all lines were firmly heid. 
Peaches were higher. Fish were unchanged. In 
the market for dairy products there was great 
firmness, and higher prices for both butter and 
cheese were established. The oil market was 
unchanged, as were also coal, pig-iron, leather, 
and bagging. 

There is still an active demand for hay, the 
poor prospect fora late crop giving firmness to 
the market. Broom-corn moves slowly. pend- 
ing the arrival of the new crop. Green fruits 
were generally plenty,and most kinds cheaper 
than at any time this season. There is no change 
to note in the drug and chemical trade outside 
of a slight advance in castor-oil. Hides and 
tallow show a little more life, with prices ruling 
steady. Potatoes are in more abundant supply 
at Tie per bu by the car-lot. Wool remains un- 
changed. In seeds prime timothy was quotabie 
at $2.80@2.85; clover sold at $6.25@6.00; and flax- 
seed was weak at $1. 33 on track. 

Lake freights were steady and strong at 3%c 
on corn to Buffalo.

Mr. Bensley has suggested that instead of au 
official custodian the Board of Trade banks 
might be named as depositories ot receipts for 
grain and provisious. But de makes still an- 
other sugwestion, which might perhaps obviate 
most of the nuisance attefiding the present 
mode of making deliveries. It is to the effect 
that grain storage-rates chaage at the rate of 
1% mill per day instead of %c each ten days. 
This would reduce by ten times the temptation 
to “stick thé other fellow on storage. It is 
doubtfulif the warehousemen would consent 
tosucha change, but, if not, the rules of the 
board could ve made to cover the case in regard 
to deliveries between members. A man would 
hardly care to risk 5,000 bu wheat as now if only 
$2.50 were at stake in holding it overnight, 
where $5 per 1,000 bu is a powerful inducement 
to late deliveries. ;

LIVERY BILLS. 


It Is Alleged that They Are Raised” 
in the Sheriffs O@ice—The Question 
of Percentages. 

At the last meeting of the County Board Com- 
missioner Knopf introduced a resolution look- 
ing to the county employés being paid here- 
after by direct orders upon the County Treas- 
urer. At present the head or a department 
makes up his pay-roll for the month, and his 
bill is audited as a whole and the moncy is paid 
to him, and he pays it to his subordinates. 

Commissioner Knopf, in introducing the reso- 
ution, was prompted by the best of motives, 
and subsequently said his object was to correct 
certain abuses in the paying of employés which 
he understood were existing, and also to guard 
uguimst the carrying on the puy-rolis of names 
of persons who were not rendering the county 
any service. But be did not know, it appears, 
the trouble be was creating in official circies, il 
half the reports whict) have since come to the 
surface can be credited, It is reported, fur in- 
stance, that 

UPON ONE OF THE COUNTY PAY-ROLLS 
a business partucr of a certain official bas peri- 
odically appeared, who, it is said, bas never been 
near the office. Then again it is claimed that 
the pay-roll abuse has gone so far that some of 
the employés have failed to receive the full 
mnount of their salaries, and that bilis of vari- 
ous kinds are being “omnibused” through the 
Board in this way, about which no one appears 
to know anything. 

Sivee the resolution was not adopted these re- 
paste may be worth looking into, and in the last 

few duys areporter has devoted some time to 
the subject. He found it next to impossible to 
find anything positive, but in bis researches be 
struck a condition of affairs beuring on the 
general question which cannot fall to be inter- 
esting. it relates to the Sueritt's office, and 
caine to him as a street rumor. the general alle- 
gation being that in the handling of the insane 
in the County Court somebody was gathering in 
| considerable loose and illegitimate change. 

The report was that in the biriug of carriages to 

bring the insane into court and to convey 

them to the depots or the Insane Asylum 
after they were tried, there was a job. and 
that for every dollar paid out for such a purpose 
some one in the county's employ was 
RECEIVING A PERCENTAGE, 

and, furthermore, that in several instances, 
after such bills bad been presented, they bad 
been “raised” in the Sheriff's office. Following 
up the reports it was ascertained that uptoa 
recent date a certain West Side stable had been 
furnishing the carriages for such occasions, but 
was not now doing it, and going still further the 
report was that the change in stables bad been 
made because one of the Sheriff's employés had 
outgeneraliecd another and gotten away with the 
percentages. 

As near as could be gieaned the alleged ar- 
ran;rement made witb the first stable was, that 
the county was to pay $3 for every carriage 
Called to take a patient to the court or to a 
depot, and 85 for every carriage to the insane 
asylum, and out of this was to be paid to the 
employé 50 cents and $1 respectively, and the 
change of stables or the shifting of the pat- 
— was made for the reason already sug- 
we stled, 

The gentleman who furnished most of the 
carriages used to transport the insane until the 
change was made wasa Mr. Brown, doing busi- 
ness on West Madison street, and he was waited 
upon last evening. He acknowledged having 
made an agreement with a Bailiff as to the price 
to be charged for carriages, but denied that 
he had ever agreed to bim any percentage 
for the patronage. Said he,“ Gen. Mann is an 
old triend of mine. and I thought I was entitled 
to the trade, and consequently never thought of 
paying any one for it.“ But he confessed that 
in several instances bis 85 bills had been 
* raised in the Sheriff's office to $6, but if bis 
$3 cCharwes had been raised he knew nothing of 
it. He nad sent in bis bills, he went on to say, 
according to contract, and: whenever a raise 
nad been made in them it had been upon his 
subsequently complaining, and the raise hud 
always been allowed. He bad not done any busi- 
ness for the Sberiff’s office far some time, however, 
and did not know why the /patronage had been 
taken frou, him, untess it was that the “ other 
stable was paying for it. |The only attempt on 
the part of the Bailiff in the whole matter to get 
areward from him wa a demand made for a 
carriage free of charge in which to ride around, 
and he did not knuw whether this had been al- 
lowed or not. 

The proprictors of the“other stable“ were 
next called upon. They were not in, and noth- 
ing could be learned of their relations with the 
Sberill’s office, nor why the patronage bad sud- 
deniy come to their places. The ont 
person about was one of the drivers, 
who kindly allowed the ascribe to look 
ever the duy-book of the establishment. From 
this be readily discovered that the change of 
stables had not been made in the county's inter- 
est, nor asu matter of economy, from the fact 
that the charges were $6 for carriages for which 
Mr. Brown had contracted to charge 65. 

The reporter next cailed upon 

THE BAILIFF IN THE CASE, 

and who, it was said, might teli a great deal of 

interest in the premises if he felt so disposed. 

But be was noncommittal to a very discoutag- 

ing degree. He said that so far as he knew all 

contratts made with liverymen had been made 
in a perfectly legitimate way, and executed ac- 
cordingly. He had heard rumors tothe effect that 

u certain official in the Sheriff's office was ro- 

ceiving a commission from one or more of the 
liverymen, but had paid no attention to them. 

He further stated, upon being questioned close- 

ly, that be bad been approached not long ago by 

u friend of a certain liveryman, who wanted 

him (the Builiff) to secure the trade for that liv- 

eryman and accept a commission tor the serv- 

ice, but the offer had been declined. 

The change from one liveryman to another 

was made, as the Bailitf said, because the one 

who now secured the bulk of the trade was 

handier to reach than the other. Whenever I 

use carriage.“ he continued, I always get a 

bill for the same and file it in the Sheriff's office. 

When the monthly bill comes in it should tally 

with the aggregate of the bills tiled by me. 1 do 

net bave that comparison to make, however, as 
it is the duty of another man. If he finds that 
the bilis do not tally he should consult with me 

— . it. If he neglects to do this it is not my 
ault.”’

A Less Active Day Among the 
Bulls and Bears. 


The Board Struggling with Plans for 

Making Deliveries. 

Several Schemes of More or Less 
Value Proposed. 


ee ‘ 
Some Cincinnati Tailers Get Stuck on Sep- 
tember Shorts. 


Tue trading on the Board of Trade was small- 
er in volume yesterday,than last week, and the 
excitement in grain, etc., appears to be subsid- 
ing. It was said, however, that orders were still 
coming in freely, and the brokers and business 
houses generally had few idie moments. The 
tangie over deliveries scems to have been un- 
tied, and things are beginning to get into the 
ordinary rut. 

Methods for perfecting the system of making 
deliveries are getting to be as thick as flies in a 
Ulark street restaurant, and the members of the 
board seem determined to have some new plan 
put in opera don. 

The President of the board has appointed a 
committee to devise a plan for making deliver- 
ies of produce, which is to be submitted to the 
board for its consideration. The committee are 
Messrs. C. H. Adams, W. 8. Crosby, W. J. Pope, 
F. B. Ortel, H. C. Avery. 

Mr. Bensley added to his delivery plan, which 
has been published in outline, the following sug- 
gestion: 

It would materially aid in putting our de- 
liveries on amore business-like basis if arrange- 
ments could be made with the elevator folks to 


compute accumulating storage at one- half mill 
per bushel per day, instead of one-half cent for 
onen ten days, as ut present. 

‘Under such au arrangement the expense of 
extra storage would be much more evenly dis- 
tributed among the trade than it now is, and, 
inasmuch as the toss on 5,000 bushels, if held over 


one day would then be but $2.50, instead of $25, 
us at present, parties receiving and delivering 
would be mpch more deliberate and careful in 
doing so. Should the elevator people deciine to 
make this arrangement, the same result coulda 
be reached by a suitable rule of the board as to 
the adjustment of the accumulating storage.’ 

It is thought this new plan would end the 
fashion now in vogue of sorting receipts in order 
to deliver out at the last moment those ou which 
one-balf cent storage had accumulated, and 
thus suddie this extra charge on somebody else. 
The proposition to make the rate one-balf mill 
a day would make the saving #0 smali that it is 
believed tew would care enough about it to take 
the trouble to save it. Now the rush on general- 
delivery day is largely due to the fact that 

NOBODY WANTS TO GET STUCK 
with this additiona] half-cent, hence the desire 
to keep the receipts moving till the bell strikes, 
| when the last holder of the property is, of 
course, the unlucky ove. 

The elevator proprietors who were seen last 
evening bad little tu say about this suggestion 
to change the method of computing the rates of 
| grain storage. Mr. Wheeler did not appear to 
| favorit, ana seemed to look upon it as more of 
a benetit to speculators than to elevators or 
shippers. Atthe other houses the answer was 
given that the proposed plan had not been seen 
orthought of seriously, hence no one was pre- 
pured to talk about its merits or demerits. 
<The law on the subject of grain storage is 
understood to provide only that a certain sum 
shall be charged by the warehousemon, but does 
not undertake to say whether that sum salt 
accrue every ten days or every day. In either 
case the rate to the elevator men would be the 
same thing, and about the only difference to 
them if the change were made, would be a little 
more labor perhaps in the computation. It is 
understood that there are no legal objections to 
this proposed change in the system. 

A party remarked last evening that some of 
the wurehousemen might object to a change, 
because they wanted to favor some of their 
largest customers who are netoriously iu favor 
of saving tnat balf-ceut storage every time. 

Mr. R. W. Dunham also had a plan to show the 
boys yesterday. He suggests that the Board of 
Tradé@ establish a clearing-house,and appointa 
manager. Let the parties who have property tu 
receive or deliver be in the clearing-rooin at 2:30 
p. m., after which time the doors are to be closed. 
The manager is to take the property. check for it, 
and follow it to its nation. he party who 
finally takes the st to pay the manager fur 
it. Those having rences to per. check on 
the same day to the manager, and those having 

differences due, collect from him the next 
morning. Property which is not delivered be- 
fore the clearing-bouse is closed is deid over to 
some other day by the holder. Parties who 
‘fail to be present in time to take 
care of the receipts settled upon them. 
forfeit the chance of turning them over to some 
one else, This plan does not prevent direct de- 
liveries in the same office, provided ,they are 
made fifteen minutes before the hour for clos- 
ing the clearing-house, this time being giyen in 
order that the party receiving the stuff may 
deliver it again.

The advantages of this system are that 
the receipts are kept out of the streets; 


danger of loss is obviated because the owner re- 
cleves his pay from the manager; commission

It is all over there, not bated 
or quenched by the waters of death, but quick- 
ened and giorified. All the love of God revealed 
in Jesus Christ is over there as well as bere. ‘The 
ministry of all the angols is activo there. Aud 
to that bricht future 1 look and hasten with the 
dope that the lost not found here may be found 
there; that many souls bound in sin here may 
find deliverance there; and that the day may 
come when all the souls breathed into being by 
the life of God may be brought into harmony 
with His laws. And itis a fact, also, that 
there is scarcely an orthodox German divine of 
any note in Europe that doe3 not hold to the 
idea of a future probation, aud that belief is 
based upon the teachings of tne Bible. It is 
true, also, that such is the faith of a large part 
of the clergy of the Church of England, und of 
very many of the Protestant Episcopal Church 
in our land. The views 1 hold would not cause 
even a ripple of excitement in that Church.” 

And also in saying, ina sermon preached at 
Chicago on or about Nov. 28, 188, in substance, 
“This doctrine of endless pun- 
ishment is the burden ot thought and tue burden 
of faith and theology among all thoughtful 
mindsto-day. And I verily believe to try to 
uphold it and to enſoree it upon the minis is to 
weigh down the faitb of the age and not to litt 
it up; and the truth is, that with this burden you 
sink belief, not only in that dogma, but you sink 
the belief in God with it. You leavein the pub- 
lie faith only an imperfect God with it; you 
leave in the public faith only an imperfect God, 
or, what is much worse, no God at 
all. You cannot construct ai Theodicy 
with the old dogma of the severity and 
endiesness of Heil as part of your theory.” 
Aud aiso during the time of bis pastorate in said 
Centenary Churchin saying in the hearing of 
Philip Meyers and other, iu substance, For Gud 
Alighbty to send a soul to eternal punishment 
isAll bosb.”” And also, during the last ten years, 
sdying in the hearing of divers other persons, in 

bstunce, the same words as hereinvefore in 

e specifications set forth.

TIME WANTED TO DEMUR., 

At the conclusion of the reading, the Presid- 
ing Elder and Dr. Gurney put their heads to- 
gecher fora moment or two, and the former 
then calied to Dr. Parkhurst, who erased some- 
thing from the last page of the document. 

The Presiding Elder—Perhaps it is well for me 
tosay tothe counsel for the defense that Dr. 
Parkburst erased from the bill the words 
“counsel for the prosecution,” signing the 
charges as M. M. Parkhurst,”’ and not as coun- 
sel. Will the counsel for the defense proceed 
upon this bill of charges? 

Mr. Bennett—I wish to make this observation 
in reference to the demurrer. When we ad- 
journed yesterday we did so with the undeér- 
standing that whatever was in this complaint 
would confess the objections which we bad 
filed, and that what was not confessed we should 
ask the Presiding Elder to rule specifically upon. 

The Presiding-Eider—In other words, you now 
present a demurrertoas much as applies to 
whatis not changed? 

Mr. Bennett—Tbat was the expectation. 

The Presiding Eider—It would be better for 
you todo so formally ff you do. It is not for 
the Chair to determine now bow much of the 
demurrer you wish to present. It is for you to 
determine that. 

Mr. Bennett In that view of the case we pre- 
fer to nie our objections directly to this com- 
plaint as it now stands. 

The Presiding Eider—Not using the present 
demurrer at all? 

Mr. Bennett—Not using that at all; file a new 
demurrer directly to this complaint. 

Dr. Parkhurst—I think that is better. 

The Presiding Kider—File it at once? 

Mr. Bennett—We will dave to take a little time 
to write it out. 

—. Presiduig Elder —-How much time do you 
wish? 

Mr. Bennett (after consulting his associates)— 
We will be ready at 2 o’elock. 

A committeeman—On psbhaw! 

The Presidme Eider—Cun't you take this old 
demurrer, and get through in one hour? I 
speak in the common interest. Weare delayed 
—wibout your fault, | afmit—but if we can 
possibly save an hour for morning work out of 
the two that remain I would be glad. 

Dr. Parkhurst—I think it out fair that the 
brethren should bave time for deliberation. 1 
doubt if they could patch up their demurrer 
out of the vid one in the excitement of the 
court. and shouid say,if it was my own case, 
they ought to have the time. And, therefore, I 
heartily support Brother Bennett's suggestion 
that they have until 2 o'clock. But let me say 
what may simplify the matter. You will notice 
at the close of each of the specifications a gen- 
eral specification, and other persons and 
other places.“ and so on. I1 want to explain 


it now so that it may not occupy your attention 


or the time of the court. The thought is this: 
We have norigbt to bring in any new material 
under that—** words to this effect, or of similar 
import. The only point we expect to show un- 
der this gencral statement is this: That a man 
may say something in the excitement of a mo- 
ment for which be should not be held responsi- 
ble, but-if that has been the weneral trend of bis 
thought for ten years, then we say it is u settled 
conviction with the man. For instance, sup- 
pose that in one of these—— 

The Presiding Elder—I submit that it would 
not be best to go into the case very far now. 
These bretbren ask for an adjournment. 

Dr. Parkhurst— But let me say—I chink it“ will 
save time—if any such evidence is brought in, it 
will be perfectly proper for the Court to rule it 
out if it is improper. Therefore a demurrer can 
be taken at any time we attempt to put in a wit- 
ness, and not a geueral demurrer to the whole 
matter. 

After some uninteresting-talk about time, a 
recess was taken until 1 o'clock. 


: THE DEMURRER. 

The Rev. Mr. Proctor, of Arlington Heights, 
one of the jurors in the case, opened the after- 
noon session with the usual devgtional exer- 
cises. It might perhaps be considered as sig- 
nificant by some that the reverend gentleman's 
Scriptural selection was none less than Paul's 
beautiful chapter on the subject of charity. 

The roll of the jury was duly called, and all 
the members responded. The hey. J. W. Kich- 
ards, pastor of the Immanuel Church, this city, 
was appointed to fili the vacancy occasioned by 
the excusing of the Rev. Mr. David at the morn- 
ing session. 

There was some littie delay occasioned by the 
non-appearance of Dr. Thomas’ counsel, and 
the Presiding Elder explained matters by ob- 
serving, “I will say, for the gratification of in- 
quiring minds, that we are waiting for a matter 
that will facilitate, I think, the business when it 
comes. 

The Kev. Mr. Cant ine, one of the jurors - Don't 
you think we had better adjourn? [Laughter.] 

The Presiding Elder—No, I guess not. 

The Rev. Mr. Cantine—About time for it. 
[More laughter. } 

It was haif-past 1 o'clock when Dr. Thomas 
and his counsel entered the lecture-roow door 
and resu 22 
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ing Elder. he proceedea to read. It proved 
to be the demurrer to the amended charges and 


In the matter of the amended and

specifications prepared by the Rev. W. M. Park- 
hurst,of the Rock River Conference of the 
Methodist-Episcopal Church, against Hiram W. 
Thomas, a member of said Church and a mem- 
ber of said conference, 

And now comes the said Hiram W. Thomas 
and says thathe demurs to the said second 
charge, and, for cause of demurrer, says: 

1. That no authority on standard by which he 
the said Thomas, can be tried is set forth in said 


charge. 

2. That no article of religion of said Cnurch is 
therein alleged to have been violated by him,

3. That there are no established standards of 
doctrife, except the Articles of Religion of said 
an by waicn he, the said Tuomas, can be 
tried. 

4. That said charge does not set forth or name 
any established standard of doctrine of said 
Church under and by which the prosecution in 
this case intend to have him, said Thomas, tried. 

Now comes the said Hiram W. ‘Thomas and de- 
murs to the said third charge, and, for cause of 
demurrer, says: 

I. That paragraph 213 of the Discipline of said 
Church is the only authority under which the 
said Thomas can be tried, and that such para- 

raph provides for the trial of a minister of said 

nmurch on the Articles of Religion, our the estab- 
lished standards of doctrine only, while by said 
third churge it is intended to try him, said 
Tuomas, on matters of belief, in addition to such 
Articies of Religion or established standards of 
doctrine. 

2. That no standard or standards of doctrine is 
or ure set torth or named in said third charge to 
which his teachings are contrary. 

Aud he doth demur to said tirst specification, 
and, for cause of demurrer, says: 

1. That neither the time nor place of the al- 
lexed conversation with the Rev. M. M. Park- 
burst is therein named. 5 

2. That the allegation—to-wit.: “And also 
during his pastorate in Chicago in saying to 
several persons iu substance the same as here- 
tofore set forth,” is too indefinit as to time or 
times, place or places, person or persons, and as 
to the thing or things said to be said, to o 
pleaded unto by him. the said Thomas, or be by 
bim defeaded against. 

And hekloth demur to said second specifica- 
tion, and for cause of demurrer, says: 

I. Thag no established standard or standards 
of dot ne ot said Church is or are set forth or 
named therein. 

2. In not setting forth in words the declaration 
alleged to have been made by him, saia Thomas, 
ata meeting of the Rock River Conference at 
Rockford, LiL, in October, 1880, and the person 
or persons to or before whom the same was 
made. 

3. That no time is alleged therein as to the 
date of the pretended preachers’ meeting at 
which he, said Thomas, is said to have made 
certain statements. 

4. fbat no time or place is named therein 
concerning the alleged saying of him, said 
Thomas, in the presenve of Sophia A. Phelps 
and other persons. 

5. That the phrase thereia, “sundry persons 
at different times," is tuo indefinit to be pleaded 
unto or defended against by him, said Thomas. 

6. Taat the phrase therein—to-wit: During 
the sume time, and in the hearing of divers 
other persons,” is too indefinit to be pleaded 
unto or defeaded against by nim, said Thomas. 

And he duth demur to the said third specili- 
cn tion, and, fur cause of demurrer, says: 

I. Poat no authority, standard, or test, by 
which a minister of said Caurch can be tried, is 
mentioned or referred to in said third specitica- 
tion. 

2. That no article of religion of said Church is 
therein alleged to bave been violated by him, 
the said Hiram W. Thomas. 

. Toat there are no authorized standards of 
doctrine of said Church in relation to the end- 
less punishment of the wicked, under which he, 
the said Miram W. Thomas, may lawfully be 
tried, disciplined, or punished. 

4. That if by the words authorized stand- 
ards of dog¢trine of said Church is mant the 
established standards ot doctrine as found iu 
paragraph 213 of the Discipline of said Church, 
then be, tbe suid Hiram W. Taomas, says that the 
action of the General Conference of said Meth- 
odist- Episcopal Church, held in the year A. D. 
1880, in the City of Cincinnati, in the State of 
Onio, is the only autbority for the use and appli- 
cu tion of the estabiished standards of doctrine 
in and to the trial of a minister of said Church, 
and be says that said General Conference had 
nu right, power, uuthority, or jurisdiction to es- 
tablish such use or to make such applicauon. 

5. That the addition of the words “ also estab- 
lished standards of doctrine’’ to paragraph 213 
of the Discipline of said Courch was made and 
established solely and only by the General Con- 
terence of said Church tor the year 1880. without 
the voucurrent recommendation of three-quur- 
ters of all the members of said Annual Coufer- 
ence of said Church as provided in paragraph 
71 of said Discipiine, and such addition. and 
every part thereof are unconstituuonal, void, 
and of no effect. 

6. Fhut what are the established standards of 
doctrine of said Church, other than the Articles 
of Religion, nas never been prescribed by any 
General Conference of said Church, or by any 
other body thereunto lawfully authorized, and 
therefore suid third specification vharges no 
otfense for which be, the said Hiram W. ‘Thomas, 
may or can be tried, disciplined, or punished. 

7. That the said third specitication is void for 
uncertainty and indefinitness, iu not stating and 
setting furth the standardsof the Methodist 
Episcopal Church upon and by which the prose- 
cution in this cause intend to bave him, the said 
Hiram W. Thomas, tried and adjudged. 

S. That the said third specification is void for 
uncertainty and indefinitness in not stating the 
time when and piace where, and the divers 
other persons to whom, be, the said Thomas, is 
alleged to buve made sundry other statements 
simular to the words set out in said specification. 

% That the said third specitication is too 
vague, indennit, and uncertain to be by him, tho 
suid Hiram W. Thomas, pleaded unto or by him 
defended aguinst. 

10. That the time and placeof the alleged sax- 
ing by him, the said Tuomas, in the hearing of 
Philip Myers, are not set forth.

MK. PARRH UU IT'S REPLY. 
The Presiding Elder—H@ve you anything to 
say in the case, Brother Bennett? 

Mr. Bennett—I was going to say this: that the 
argument which I read yesterday upon the de- 
murrer will apply in the main to the demurrer 
which I have just read. 1 don't wish to repeat 
that argument. I think the Court has sulliciently 
in mind all the points and the reasons that 
set forth at that time. Unless Brother Park- 
hurst shall bave something to say in reference 
to the points then made, | think we have noth- 
ing further to add. 

Mr. Parkhurst—I wil! not be able, perhaps, not 
baving that demurrer in my hands, to follow the 
points consecutively; but, in brief, I will say in 
regard to some of them: 

First, on the question of time—the indefinit- 
ness On account of not mentioning the time and 
place when these things were said. Now, as I 
understand, itis not a matter of any conse- 
quence when and where it was said. That is not 
un é¢lement that enters into the case except in 
this; if we were to charge Brother Thomas 
with saying something and leave the time al- 
together out, and it could appear in evidence 
afterwards that this was saia when he was a 
baby. Just old enough to talk, then it would 
unt the merits of the case, Therefore, we 
agree that there should bea time mentioned, 
but that the time mentioned should 
be, in order to cover the merits 
of the case, only sufficient to saow 
that it was said so as to affect this question in- 
volved, Now, we do mention that all of this 
was said during bis pastorate at Centenary 
Church. Now, in this case of beresy what dif- 
ferenee does it make whether it was said the 
first year, the second year, or the third year? 
That is no element in the case. It is a matter of 
no consequence to the Methodist Church 
whether be says it in the month of January or 
July, but it will deu matter of importance to 
the Church whether he said it when he was 10 
years old or when he was 50 years old. Weadmit 
that the idefinitness must not go so far as to in 
any Way atfeut the merits of the case. On the 
other hand, suppose we had fixed a given date— 
say Oct. IO0—and it should appear that it 
didn't occur on the Wth of October, 
wouid we be prohibited from bringing 
in the fact that it occurred on the 9th ? Does that 
uffect the case? It would if we tied ourselves 
up by that statement, and would perhaps result 
in bindering just what we wantto yet at, which 
is the real merits of the case. We specify the 
time and place where these things occurred— 
while be was pastor of Centenary Church—and 
we submit that this is detinit enough, aud do not 
admit that the demurrer is well taken. 

As to the objection made on account of there 
being no standards by which this brother or any 
brother can be tried, | confess to a good deal of 
surprise that any man shouid have ever made 
such a demurrer as that. Let us look at 
the case a little. We are here preparing 
a record for the General Conference. Suppose 
this demurrer is sustained by the Chair? li goes 
upon record that there are no standards by 
which this brother can be Ned. The case goes 
to the Annual Conference. Perhaps new evi- 
dence is broughtin. The record is made up, 
und it goes into the record that the Chairman 
bas decided that there are no such standards. 
ihe case may be appealed and taken to the 
General Conference, and we go there on the 
record. The only question is on the error or 
correctness of the ruling of the Chair. What is 
the elfect when you get up? ‘The question be- 
fore the General Conference, which is the 
Methodist Cburch, made up of all the 
ministers—12.000 of them—and the lay 
inembership—s million and a haif—all repre-

You become an 
enthusiastic Methodist. Is the pecutiarity of 
Methodism the result of your natural tempera- 
ment? Nay,nay. Itis the good old Methodist 
doctrine t makes enthusiasm—that makes 
life. Without doctrine a Christian is a jelly-Hsh. 
That is all. There is nothing to him. We may 
get to feel goodish, goodish; what is there to 
it? There must be some backbone, and that back- 
bone is doctrine. Uniess the Methodist Church 
bas that. and noids to it with a grip that is tena- 
cious and invincible, she can have bo power. 
In proportion aswe preach and hold the doc- 
trines rigidly and steadiiy with earnestness and 
clearness before the people do we not et spir- 
itual power? The idea of getting spiritual 
power without doctrine! Stand the pyramid on 
itsapex! We cannot have enthusiasm without 
ideas. We cannot have persistent conduct, ver- 
sistent energy, holy living, without enthusiasm. 
First thought, then feeling, then action. That 
is buman constitution—that is mental constitu- 
tion. It is a terrible mistake when men 
think that it doesn’t make any difference what 
they believe, 80 long as they actallright: The 
whole question is, What does a man believe? If 
his belief is right, bis conduct conforms to it. 


MR. BENNETT’S REJOINDER. 

Mr. Bennett—I just wish to make a remark or 
two in reply. Dr. Parkhurst seems to have mis- 
apprehended some of the objec tions which we 
have raised to his conplaint. He sets forth in 
it a couversation between himself and Dr. 
Thomas. He certainly knows enovgb about 
that conversation to be abie to fix the date with 
some certainty. 

Dr. Parkhurst—We will do it when the time 
comes. . 

Mr. Bennett—He sets forth a three-years’ pas- 
torate of Dr. Thomas at the Centenary Church. 
He certainly knows, or can get trom the wit- 
nesses he proposes to introduce, the time when 
these conversations took place. We ought tobe 
appraised of the time in the pleadings, in order 
to know exactly how to prepare to meet the al- 
legations. We won't hold bim to within fifteen 
minutes of the time alleged, but we want some 
time, or about some time. A man alleges 
“within ten years certain eveuts took place, 
We would like to know a little more detinitly 
than that. Ithink thisisonly fair to the do- 
tendant. 

Another objection is that we are cited to no 
standard authors, or no established standards of 
doctrine. They cite us to the Articles of Religion, 
and, to be consistent, they ought to cite us to a 
standard that Dr. Thomas’ utterances bave been 
contrary to. No standard is mentioned in the 
entire complaint. We affirm that there are no 
standards of doctrine other than the Articles of 
Religion. We do not affirm that the Metbodist 
Church has no doctrine at all. We never made 
that statement, and ail these flu stories about 
Bridget” and other people have no 
bearing whatever upon this argument. 
[Smiles.] I think i could say  with- 
out very much difficulty that it is not 
Methodist doctrine that causes life and power. 
i have never received persons into the Methodist 
Episcopal Church yet but wunt came in through 
a rich experience of having found Christ as their 
Savior, aud they knew nothing about doctrme 
any further than that they bad accepted Christ. 
could give my own experience, if necessary, 
in proof of this fact. Lwas not brought up 
under Presbyterian 9 nor under Meth- 
odist parents, but under Uaitarian parents, and 
Jam supposed not to bave had the advantages 
of fine training to wich my brother aliudes, 
but from the very moment that 1 found 
Christ. that very moment 1 had = spiritual 
life and power; and all my knowledge of doc- 
trines, and all the doctrines that | believe have 
crystallized around thatlife. And when you 
come into the philosophy ot this movement you 
will find that organization always crystallizes 
around life—that organization follows life. 

— — 
THE PRESIDING ELDER’S DECIS- 
ION. 

The decision was awaited with some interest. 
The Presiding Elder made a few notes on a tab, 
held a whispered consultation with Mr. Park- 
burst, made a few morenotes, and then disposed 
of the demurrer. 

The Presidmg Elder—It will be impracticable 
for me to go through this demurrer in detail. I 
should say that, huving had the previous de- 
murrer, and having had it some days, I have 
luoked at it, and the points are not new, and 1 
shall make short and general work of the case. 
I shall ask the counsel for the Church to strike 
out the third item inthe charge—to amend or 
strike out “with teaching doctrines which are 
contrary to the doctrines and belief of said 
Church.“ It doesn’t seemto me to be essential to 
the charge, and that it isn’t the right thing to be 
done. 

Mr. Parkhurst—We. submit. 

The Presiding Elder— ou will so amend, then, 
at once. As to the objection to the lack of defi- 
nitness, I shall overrule all that is in the de- 
murrer that relates to that,with this understand- 
ing, that counsel for Dr. Thomas shalk bring up 
those points, if they deem it necessary, again. 
We will treat themon their merits. When wo 
shall come to take the evidence, please, Brother 
Bennett, raise this point, if you deem it impor- 
tant at that time. For the present purposes, l 
shal! overruie all that relates to that matter. 

Generaliy. as to the standards of doetrines, I 
want to say afew things at this point. A com- 
mittee was appointed in the year 1551 to prepare 
a book that should teach the doctrines of the 
Methodist-Episcopal Church. That committee 
reported later to u General Conterence. After a 
caretal examination, the committee reported in 
favor of a plan for the publication of cate- 
chisms, whereupon the General Conference of 
1852 unanimously adopted the report of the 
committee, and ordered the immediate publica- 
tioa of Nos. 1,2, and 8 Then in the Book of 
Discipline, paragraph 259, we say to our pastors, 
It shall be the duty of our preachersto en- 
force faithfully upon parents and Sunday-schovol 
teuchers the great importance of instructmg 
children iu the doctrines and duties of our holy 
religion; to see that our catechisms be used as 
exteusively as possible in our Sunday-schools 
and familfes; to preach to the children and 
catechise them publiciy in the Sunday-schools 
and at public meetings appointed for that pur- 
pose.“ That is made by the General Conter- 
ence a part of our work s pastors, by unani- 
mous adoption. Observe that this is a book of 
doctrinal teaching—a standard of teaching. We 
are instructed—and there is no appeai— 
what we must do, or we are deficient in 
duty. I will call attention to some ot 
the doctrines—to one, at least—herein taught, 
and then refer the case to the committee, as the 
ultimate handling of this subject of the stand- 
ards of doctrine—the ultimate decision—is with 
them. Pages 45 and 46: What sentence will 
Christ pronounce on the wicked?“ The answer 
is: ** Depart from Me, ye cursed, into everlast- 
ing fire, prepared for the devil and his angels.” 
References are made to parailel passages of 
Scripture. On page 45, the same book. What 
will then take place? is the question. The 
world shall be destroyed by fire, and the wicked 
sball go away into everlasting punishment, but 
the righteous into eternal life.“ Pages 69 and 76 
of the same book: simiiar references are added 
to the same doctrine. I think perhaps tho Chair 
bas said enough to indicate bis thought, that the 
demurrer cannot be sustained, in that it 
refuses to recognize the fact that, as a 
Church, we have standards of doctrine, and 
that they are weil establishe®. I must 
overrule the demurrer, — with the 
two exceptions named. The points named in 
the demurrer, as Brother Bennett will under- 
stand, where objections were made to lack of 
definitness, sball come up for examination at 
the proper time. 

Mr. Bennett—As to the rulings of the Court 
we would like to have our excepous noted. 
That refers toso much as concerns the matter 
of standards. We don't care about the rest. 

The exception was duly noted.

MR. BENNETT’S PROPOSITION. 

The Presiding Elder—Has Brother Bennett 
anything further to say? 

Mr. Bennett—I bave a proposition to make at 
this time, and I make itin view of a statement 
which I understood Brotner Parkhurst to make 
this morning. I understood bim to say that, as 
to the conversations which are alleged 
to have taken place between Dr. 
Thomas and certain other parties, and 
these sundry and other statements 
during his pastorate at Ceatenary, and divers 
statements made within the past ten years, the 
only object in setting them out and in offering 
proof in relation to them was to show that Dr. 
Thomas had held the doctrines which are stated 
in the extracts set forth in the specitications; 
that those doctrines were not the outburst of 
one sermon, but the deliberate couvictions, the 
deliberate doctrines which he had disseminated 
during the last ten years. Now, as far as Dr. 
Thomas is concerned, in case of the issue joined 
here, we deny the accuracy of the reported con- 
versations, but for the purpose of expediting 
the trial, saving time, and getting through with 
this investigation, I wouid like to make this 

tion: that if the prosecution or counsel 
or the Church will withdraw all the allega- 
tions in this complaint in regard to 
conversations and sundry other statements, and 
18 to stand on the deliberate pulpit state- 
a pose chat or.

THE PROSECUTION DECLINES. 
Dr. Parkhurst—Brother Bennett is laboring 
under a misunderstanding with regard to my 
statement to him. ‘The conversation I had with 
him was to the effect that the objechor raised 
was to the closing specification under each 


charge. 

Mr. Bennett—And also during his pastorate, 
as hereinbefore set forth. 

Dr. Parkhurst—On that point, and not on the 
conversations that occurred between Dr. Thom- 
as and individuals. The point was that that was 
too indefinit, and should come in under the same 
objection that was made Tuesday morning to 
the whole. Now, I did say, and I say it here, 
that the object of putting in that clause at the 
close was to allo us to show that the animus 
of these printed sermons and these personal 
conversations was not simply the ex- 
citement of the moment, but that 
ran through a terms of years. 
loug since, in a slander trial in this city, the 
Court beld that, first, the definit slander must 
be proven, and the persons to whom it was said 
must be named, but in making up the verdict 
of damages the animusof that paper (the Times) 
for tive years was allowed to be brought in to 
show that it was not the mistake of a reporter 
or some irresponsible man, but that the paper, 
persistently, for five years bad been attacking 
the complainant. Now I said that, following 
that thought, we would show, first, whut 
Dr. Thomas bad actually said, which we are 
prepared to go torward and prove; then 
we would claim the right to show 
that this was the general trend of his thought for 
years. I do not think it would help the case—it 
would involve it rather than help it—to drop 
out particular charges. We do not need to ar- 
gue it. Weare prepared to go on. We gain 
nothing by admitting it. We can prove it. ‘The 
witnesses are all subpoenaed. It seems a little 
indelicate to put my name into the charges—to 
name myself as a witness; but remember the 
circumstances. I was subpcenacd as a witness— 
already on record asa witness fur the Church; 
and with that fact in the hands of the counsel 
and in tue bands of the court, I was 
appointed as counsel. Why should the Church 
lose my testimony? Indelicate as it was, we felt 
obliged to put it in. It was not new. It was in 
the hands of Dr. Ilatüeld before he gave up the 
case. We simply took the evidence us it came 
tous. Wdeu we come tothe evidence we will 
try to show when and where. 

The Presiaing Elder—You say you will try to 
show when and where. The Chair holds that 
＋ ought to do it now if you are prepared to. 

f you are not ready now, that is another thing. 
That is the way we understand it—because you 
havn't all the information in hand. But itis 
our desire to give the defense the largest possi- 
bie acquaintance with the case as it shall come 
to them 

——— 
FIGHTING OVER PRELIMINARIES. 

Dr. Parkhurst—How can we specify all these 
facts? It would simply be giving all the evi- 
dence in the charges. 

The Presiding Elder—The information shall 
come to you (the defense) in detail, and for such 
purposes as you need, just as secon as possible. 

Dr. Parkhurst—We will have to adjourn until 
tomorrow morning if 1 am to write out all the 
facts. 

Scveral jurymen—O no! 

Mr. Bennett—I understand Dr. Thomas is 
charged in three specifications with heretical 
teaching—disseminating doctrines contrary 
to the doctrines of Methodism; I under- 
stand that his deliberate pulpit utterances 
are the -best evidence that the case is 
susceptible. of of his doctrinal beliefs 
and teachings. Now. 1 understand that 
the object of these conversations is to show 
that these have been the doctrinal beliefs, and 
that these have been the doctrines which Dr. 
Thomas has disseminated during the past ten 
years. The proposition I make is this: That 
if these gentlemen will withdraw from their 
charges and specifications all other things but 
the extracts that embody his deliberate utter- 
ances, which they charge are heretical in doc- 
trine, we willomit that he uttered them—that 
they have been his doctrinal beliefs and 
teachings whenever be has spoken upon 
doctrine during the past ten yeurs; 
then we wiil plead 
the charge of beresy. 
the special defense in reference 
Liblicai standards, and without half an hour's 
delay we can go to this jury upon the question 
us to whether these utterunces are beresy or 
not. ‘That would save an immense amount of 
time. 

Dr. Parkhurst—We consider br. Thomas’ ut- 
terances outside of the pulpit, here and there, to 
be just as much a part of the case as those in 
the pulpit: and oftea times more closely and 
compactly expressed. 

Mr. Bennetr—We do not deny that; but, if you 
have set forth in his deliberate utterances all 
the heretical utterances he ever preached, what 
more do you want? 

Dr. Parkburst—It will not take us long to 
prove the points of conversation. 

The Presiding Elder— We have nothing to do 
now but to proceed. 

Mr. Beunett—- We would like to have time to 
make our answer if we are going into the mer- 
its of the case. 

The Presiding Elder—The next thing in order, 
the charges having been amended and being 
ready for action, isto have them read again, 
unless counsel will waive that. 

Mr. Bennett—We desire this: If you will give 
us au hour's time we will retire to one of the 
unte- rooms and write out our answer to the 
complaint and file it. Weare not to blame for 
any of this delay. The Churen has bad over ten 
months to prepare their charges and specifica- 
tions, and now they are betore us, We only ask 
for a short time in which to make a written an- 
swer to the charges. 

The Presiding hlder—-We will proceed, Brother 
Bennett, to complete the arraignment in this 
case first. 

Mr. Bennett—If we waive the reading of the 
complaint we will goon and make our written 
answer, which will join all the issues and bring 
us speedily to trial. 


NOT GUILTY. 

The Presiding Elder! don’t think that would 
facilitate our work. Now, what is your answer 
to the charges? 

Mr. Bennett—We desire time to make our 
answer. „ 

The Presiding Elder — The only answer the 
Church desires is guilty or not guilty. For the 
purposes of the court for the present that would 
be entirely sufficient. It would be a very un- 
usual proceeding, I think, in an ecclesiastical 
court, for us to wait an hour for you to write 
out that answer; 1 do not mean to say those 


words, but your answer. 

Mr. Bennett—The desire for time involves this 
question. We have the right to plead not guilty. 
We have the right to put in any special defense 
that we may possess. In our criminal practice, 
under the plea ot not guilty, as the case pro- 
ceeds, we cau bring in any and all defenses of 
which the case is susceptible. If that is under- 
stood, it is all we ask. 

The Presiding Elder—That is a question, I sup- 
pose, the Chair will reserve the right to decide as 
each particular thing comes up. | should not like 
to pledge you now that you may do as you please 
in every particular bereafter. [Smiles.} Our 
acquaintance has been exceedingly pleasant, 
but | should disiike to enter into bonds to you; 
ana, therefore, | ask now that you plead either 
guilty or not guilty to these charges and specifi- 
Cu tions. 

Mr. Bennett—I hope the Presiding Elder did 
not understand me as wanti um to enter into 
bonds that 1 might do as pleased; but in 
cases where there is a special indictment the de- 
fendant has the right to plead not guilty, and 
also to putin any special detense. That is all 
the right we claim. If you concede the right 
that we may put in aspecial defense or defenses, 
that is all we ask. 

The Presiding Elder—It is your business now 
to plead guilty or not; and the next point we 
will come to bereuafter. 

Mr. Bennett—Well, if we are held to that rule, 
we plead not guilty to each charge and all the

LET US HAVE PEACE. 

The Presiding Eider—In regard to the work 
before us, the Chair wishes to remind the par- 
ties in this case and the committee that we are 
here as brethren. Weare bere as Christiah men. 
We are here to consider themes that are as high 
as Heaven, and as deep as Hell. Weare here to 
consider the relations of our brother, whom we 
huve loved, and whom we have been in fellow- 
ship with; to consider bis character theologi- 
cally, for there is nothing alleged against dis 
morais. We are here to consider the need of the 
Church, and the interests of great numbers of 
peeple. Weare here to be patient, and tender. 
and kind, and to be thoroughiy loyal to our con- 
victions. Weare here to do just what we be- 
lieve God wants us to do. I am gratitied beyond 
measure at the kindly — that prevails. I 
think it a good prophecy of what shall 
be. I have the fullest and most comfortable as- 
surance, knowing these brethren, that we shall 
avoid personalities and get into the high region 
of pure, good, Christian thinking, and with 
great candor and carelesness do Gods work 
well. Let us pray that no word ur utterance of 
any sort here or elsewhere in this case shall be 
a subject of regret to us or to the Church of 
God hereafter. We are ready now to proceed in 
taking evidence in this case. I will state de- 
fore we commence that the order will be for 
the Secretary to take the question and repeat it 
from the lips of counsel, after which the wit- 
ness will give his answer.

DR. GURNEY’S TESTIMONY. 

The taking of testimony under this curious 
rule was a somewhat novel proceeding. The 
Rev. Aaron Gurney was the first witness called. 
and the reader will obtain a very accurate idea 
of the way the thing crept along, with snail-like 
pace, from the following verbatim report of the 
first few questions and answers:

10, 1850, produced a copy of a Chicago newspa- 
something therefrom, and said “ This

lowed the reading. matter 
Dr. Thomas read corresponded word for 
word with the report of the sermon contained in 
the copy of the sa 
and now held in his hand. In this way the pros- 
ecution slowly identified the all beretical 
utterances on inspsration, the atonement, and 
endless punishment, as set forth in the charges 
and specitications, with what Dr. Thomas in the 
conference had acknowledged as bis sermon of 


Oct. 10, 1880. 
It was in this roundabout process that Dr. 


Thomas raised his voice for tne first time during 


the trial. 

“Do you mean to say you are reading all I 
said on that subject?” he ed of Dr. Park- 
hurst, who had been quoting from the passage 


on endless punishment. * 
I have read everything from where I began, 


was the reply. = 
Then there was a good deal before it,“ re- 


marked the Doctor. 1 
It was not pertinent to the subject,“ was Mr. 


Parkhurst's response. 
PROVING AN EXTRACT. 

George B. Armstrong, the next witness, tes- 
tined as follows: I am city editor of the Inter- 
Ocean, and held that position Nov. 29, 1880, 

“Did the IJnter-Ucean publish a sermon 
preached by Dr. Thomas about Nov. 2 1880?” 

„It was published in the issue of Nov. 29. 
The subject was ‘The Final Harmony,’ and the 
text wus from Revelation: ‘ Behold, I make all 
things new.’ I presume a copy was furnished 
either in manuscript or proof. I don't know by 
whom. I think it was not in manuscript.” 

Dr. Parkburst then sought to prove that an 
extract from the sermon, printed in the North- 
western Christian Advocate, had been taken from 
the Inter-OUcean. 

Mr. Bennett—l object upon the ground that 
they have not laid a proper foundation for the 
introduction of those words. It has not been 
shown that Dr. Thomas ever uttered them. It 
has not been shown that they are on any manu- 
seript that Dr. Thomas ever wrote. No witness 
has been called to prove that he ever heard 
them, or that he took them down from Dr. 
Thomas’ lps. 

Aiter some talk, and Dr. Parkhurst had 
pledged himself to bring the werds bome to Dr. 
‘Thomas, the extract was allowed to go in, and 
proved to be the last one given in the specifica- 
tions above. Witness compared it with the /n- 
ter- Ocean, and found a variance of one word— 
trouble instead of truth. 

Mr. Benne it is not an exact copy. 

Dr. Parkhu®st—The agreement is substantial, 
and it is competent. 

Mr. Bennett— Words are everything in a heresy 
trial. There is a way to got at them. 

The Presiding Elder—Put in some evidence, 
and we will rule it out or in wheu we find what 
it is. 

How do you get these sermons? What is 
your custom?’ | 

Mr. Bennett—I object.| Is it the proper way 
to identify the words of Dr. Thomas by stating 
the customs of reporters in getting informa- 
uon? Prove facts, not customs. 

Considerable sparring followea between the 
counsel, the Presiding Eider finally putting au 
end to it by admitting all questions, and reserv- 
ing the right to rule them out or in after con- 
sideration. 

Witness 1 how be got sermons, but 
not being able to state how he obtained this 
particular one, he was dismissed with a request 
to find out, and come in the morning and tell. 


J. M. CALDWELL. 

The Rev. J. M. Caldwell was called, and testi 
fled to hearing Dr. Thomas say at the preacber’s 
mecting some two and a half years ago that the 
design of the atonement was not to reconcile 
God to man, but to reconcile man to God, 

The cross-examination was apparently de- 
voted to an attempt to impeach the witness’ 
recollection. Mr. Bennett was seemingly very 
anxious to know whether Bishop Merritt had 
not delivered an address on the subject of the 
atonement at the meeting in question, and 


whether Ur. Bannister had not formally ex- 7 


pressed his views on the same subject. The wit- 
ness thought those gentlemen did discuss the 
matter, but whether it was at that or another 
meeting he could not say. Then Mr. Bennett 
wanted to knowif Dr. Thomas’ talk wasn’t in- 
formal, and Mr. Parkhurst came to the 
witness’ relief with an objection and 
a retort that he didn’t see how any 
man could utter hberesies informally. The 
objection was sustained, and the effort to show 
that the witness’ memory was good on one point 
and bad on others was practically shut off, 
though the witness of bis own accord observed 
that Dr. Thomas uttered the statement in the 
course of a very formal speech half an bour 
long. As to what preceded the atonement 
statement, he was pretty sure it was in barmony 
with Dr. Thomas’ theory of inspiration—not the 
verbal theory—thougn he couldn't give the 
words; while as to what followed, his memory 
likewise failed him when it came to giving the 
Doctor's words. 

The witness wanted to tell why he remem- 
bered the exact language of Dr. Thomas, there 
being special reasons, but Dr. Parkhurst said he 
could do that after awhile. 

The Rev. George C. Chase, Secretary of the 
Preachers’ Meeting, testided that, according to 
the records, the discussion about the atonement 
took piace March 31, 1879. 

This testimony was put infor the purpose of 
filling up the bianks in the specifications, 


M. M. PARKHURST. 

Dr. Parkhurst—I now propose to offer the tes- 
timony of M. M. Parkhurst. 

The Presiding Eider and Mr. Bennett sug- 
gested, as it was near the bour of adjournment 
(4:00), that he wait until this morning; but the 
Doctor insisted, saying it would only take a few 
moments, and he was allowed to proceed. He 


said: 

I give testimony under the first specification 
with regard todenying the inspiration of the 
Scriptures. I was going from the book room to 
the Methodist Church Block, where I was their 
pastor, walking with Dr. Thomas. We were 
going to attend a committee on the Sabbath—a 
committee composed of representatives from 
the different denominations—all the preachers 
having met and appointed a committee on the 
Sabbath. We were to consult and prepare a re- 
port for the meeting. Dr. Thomasand myself 
were talking on the sidewalk about these ques- 
tions now in discussion—the inspiration of the 
Scriptures, the atonement, and future punish- 
ment. We had six years before had discus- 
sion or talk onthe same subjects, he telling 
me his views. Dr. Thomas then said to me: 
Lou have been in the East, and have come in 
contact with the traditions and fables of the 
Kast. There are many things, Parkhurst, in the 
Old Testament that you would not believe it 
you saw them in avy other book.’ In reply I 
said; There are u good many things in the 
New Testament I would not receive if I saw 
them in any other book.’ He then replied—we 
were at ‘he top of the first flight of stairs going 
to m) study, where the committee was to meet 
—bringing his hand down witha good deal of 
empbasis— There are a good many things in the
